P a r tic u la rs o f H is D e a th . 
New Y o rk , Septem ber 4th.—T he Tribuía 
s a y s : 
Ex-Senator (Twin, ol" California, 
who had been sick for a w eek at the New 
York H otel, was thought to be getting bet­ 
ter until night before last. 
A t noon jester- 
day he died, having lived w ithiii one 
m onth of eighty years. 
H is son, ex-State 
Senator Gwin, has been on tbe way from 
California since M onday. 
Ow ing to the 
assurance of the ex-Senator's speedy recov­ 
ery telegraphed to Mrs. (Twin at .Sail F ran ­ 
cisco. she m ade no effort to reach her hus­ 
band before his death. 
Last evening his 
body lay practically in state at the hotel. 
A num ber o f old friends from the South 
and W est, w ho had been m ore or less 
associated w ith him politically, in years 
gone by, passed by the coffin to take ii last 
look at his face, and conversed upon the 
rem arkable career of th e C alifornian. 
On 
th e coffin lay a large w reath of flowers, the 
gift of a neat friend. Senator G um had 
been spending the sum m er at W est Point 
an d W ashington. 
A bout a week ago he 
was attacked w ith the dysentery, which 
caused tiis death. 
F or some tim e he has 
been on intim ate term s w ith Senator Call, 
of Florida, and he and his fam ily cared for 
the ex-Senator during his sickness. 


H IS CLOSING nOlTRS. 
Ex-Senator G w in’s closing hours were a 
rem arkable illustration of the strong w ill­ 
power and vitality w hich characterized liis 
w hole life. T he evening papers last n ig h t1 
announced his 
condition only a little 
worse, w hen lie had been four hours dead. 
Y our reporter was inform ed w hen he last 
called at the City H otel th at G w in’s condi­ 
tion was no worse. Senator Call, of F lori­ 
da, who lias been w ith (¿win throughout 
his illness, said ¡his m orning: 
"G w in was 
an early friend of m ine in Tennessee. 
W e 
were together at W est P oint this sum m er. 
Two weeks ago yesterday we cam e to New 
York. 
F or one night Gwin com plained of 
a slight pain in his bow els; otherw ise he 
was in stalw art, robust health, and went 
back to W est Point, w here his sickness 
continued. 
Dr. Chase was called in and 
gave him a few sim ple rem edies for the 
dysentery, w hich seemed to check the 
disease, but he did not grow better. 
H is 
Id friend. Dr. Isaac A. Taylor, cam e, and 
iter exam ining him Ordered his return to 
ew Y ork, and, if possible, to San F ra n ­ 
cisco. 
W e brought Gw in carefully to the 
city. 
H e even seemed prepared for ¡he 
journey. 
H e w ould 
not 
hear o f our 
telegraphing to his friends, saying th at he 
w ould lie about in a few days. 
Saturday 
and Sunday Gwin grew weaker. Dr. Taylor 
called in Dr. C um ier, and they prescribed 
for him . 
Cp to his death at no tim e was 
his m ind clouded. H e was cheerful, patient 
and uncom plaining. 
H is food consisted 
solely of m ilk, and occasionally brandy. 
H e had an insatiate desire for ice. 
Shortly 
alter 11 oclock yesterday Mr. Coleman, 
m yseli and nurse w ere seated in the sick­ 
room . 
Gw in dictated a telegram to be sent 
to his son. in w hich he expressed the u t­ 
m ost confidence in his speedy recovery. 
Suddenly lie,becam e unconscious, and tlie 
nurse ran for the doctor. 
T he D uke did 
not speak a w ord or u tter a sound, but 
passed aw ay peacefully as the slum ber of a 
child. W e could h ard ly believe he was 
dead." 
KESrECT FOR THE DEAD. 
H e leaves legions of friends. 
A ll yester­ 
day evening and this m orning a stream of 
Californians and others from New York 
and B rooklyn called to pay7 their respects. 
H is death ivas due to the gradual w eaken­ 
in g of his vital forces. 
H is extrem e age 
m ade it im possible for him to stand the 
shock of th e disease. 
H is body is being 
em balm ed. 
It is stated th at his son will 
m eet the rem ains, w hich will he sent on in 
a day or tw o to San Francisco. 


HIS ENTRANCE INTO CALIFORNIA TOLITICS. 
A n old Californian says: 
'‘G w in’s par­ 
ticipation in politics comm enced on the 
very day of his arrival in San Francisco, 
when th e ' H ounds’ rio t' was raging in the 
tow n. 
T he citizens had form ed th eir first 
vigilance com m ittee, and were scouring the 
hill 
searching for terrified hounds. 
A 
party of w hich 1 was one, going tip Clav 
street above the plaza, saw a venerable gen­ 
tlem an sitting bareheaded on the porch of 
Postm aster Moore's residence, who coolly 
and politely inquired about tb e progress of 
the search. 
Two hours later lie was dow n 
am ong th e townspeople, in the old school- 
liouse on the plaza, w here a people’s court 
was then and there organized to try prison­ 
ers. 
G w in’s grey head, tow ering form and 
strong face attracted attention. 
H e was 
chosen one of th e three judges before whom 
th e H ounds w ere brought. 
T his was his 
entrance into public life in California."

The new s of the death of ex-Senator Gwin 
will come as a sudden shock to those who 
knew him well, for reports as to his condi­ 
tion were quite recently favorable.

ancient oaks th at stood a century of storm s, 
w ith strength for m any m ore such tests. In 
his latest years. Gw in was a m ost interest­ 
ing figure in W ashington. H e was to Dem ­ 
ocratic politicians from all parts of the 
country th e political sage, w hose know ledge 
of " inside politics ” for over h alf a century 
was unsurpassed, and whose power over á 
large num ber of prom inent m en in both 
parties was very great. 
W ith all his m is­ 
takes, false alliances and errors, Gw in was 
a great m an in som e respects—one whose 
fam e and power w ould have been far 
greater and m ore national -but for the seces­ 
sion w ar th at ruined the prospects o f so 
m any Southern m en who loved the Union 
and afterw ards fought against it.

T he State V iticultural Com m ission has 
received from J. T. A lien, of Lincoln, Neb., 
Secretary of the N ebraska State H orticult­ 
u ral Society, a com m unication of interest 
to the vine-growers of this State. 
T he Ne­ 
braska State F air will open on Septem ber 
11th, and the m anagers desire exhibits of 
California fruit, especially grapes. 
Sam 
pies can be addressed to the society w hich 
w ill pay the charges of transm ission. 
The 
N ebraska fair will probably be largely at­ 
tended by residents from the central and 
w estern portion of the U nion, and w ould 
enable som e o f our producers to find a fa­ 
vorable 
opportunity of m aking know n 
th eir products. 
* lias. A. W et more, C hief V iticuitural 
Officer, says : 
As the vintage com m ences 
and grapes are being picked, it becomes 
still m ore positively know n th ai the eroj 
w ill be sm all in quantity, alhough perhaps 
of an average in quality. 
In no case yet 
reported has the crop of last year been 
equalled, although there m ay probably be. 
in the northern part of the State, som e ex­ 
ceptions to this prevailing rule. 
T he prices 
th a t are being paid for grapes are varied, 
and it is im possible to determ ine exactly 
huw they will hold out during the season, 
b u t the indications are that the w ine­ 
m akers have less tim idity in m aking th eir 
purchases th an they had in contracting for 
crops earlier in the season. 
T he comm on 
talk about overproduction has in fact no 
foundation to cause any present fears. The 
vintage this year will probably not exceed 
th at of 1883, if it is equal to it, and, as the 
m ark et is growing, there is no doubt but 
all th a t is produced this year, together with 
w hat was of good quality last year, can be 
easily disposed of, and 
th at w hen the 
vintage of 18» > opens there w ill be sm all 
stocks on the m arket. 
A t Napa the prices paid this vear for 
grapes arc, so far. $18 to $20 for th e' foreign 
varieties, such as Zinfandel, R eisling, < hás- 
selas, etc., and $10 for Mission and Malvoi- 
sie. 
T he crop o f several vineyards near 
Liverm ore has been secured at $20. 
Other 
districts report $15, but there appears no 
general rule prevailing. In some cases, n ear 
St. H elena, $15 has been olTcred. In Stock­ 
to n $25 has been offered for Zinfandei. aiul 
in Santa < lara county $20 to $25. 


THE HIKED HELD. 
T he hired help on th e farm is one of the 
m ost m om entous questions m any of our 
farm ers have to grapple w ith, and it has 
m any phases, w hich can be argued strongly 
on both sides. 
Cheap hands are seldom, if 
ever, good ones, and those w ho depend al­ 
m ost entirely on cheap help will find out 
sooner or later th a t th eir w ork is but illy 
done, at the best, an d not a fair average 
day’s w ork ever done. Such has invariably 
been our experience, and will be others*, 
and we find it pays beat to hire early in the 
season, to pay ihe best wages, and then ex­ 
act or expect full tim e, fuli work and good. 
* * * * To avoid trouble and m isun­ 
derstanding, w here several m en are en­ 
gaged, it is well enough to have an agree­ 
m ent signed. T his m ay save dollars as 
well as trouble to both parties ; w hile a 
strange m an should be able to produce 
suitable references in regard to his ability, 
and also in regard to his conduct and m or­ 
als. 
To som e farm ers such a thing as in ­ 
quiring into the m orals of a hired h and is 
som ething they never th in k of, and when 
such a 
thing 
is 
suggested they will, 
very likely, laugh at the idea, though 
it 
is and 
should 
be 
gravely 
consid­ 
ered w here there is a grow ing fam ily 
around you, w here there are boys and girl's 
w ho are throw n in contact, m ore or less, 
w ith the hired help. 
W e do not say this 
to condem n the hired m an, but m erely to 
p u t farm ers w ho are parents on th eir guard, 
as the hired m en are taken into the family 
and generally treated pretty m uch the sam e 
as one of the fam ily, every license being 
given them to exercise either a good or baa 
influence upon the younger m em bers. 
W e 
have know n so m any cases w here young 
m en and bovs, sons of prosperous and good 
farm ers have been ruined through learning 
.liiC yiccs <if im m oral hired m en, and the 
cases u il5 « our own observation have been 
so num erous th at we camiCÍ rvirpin from 
calling our brother farm ers’ attention to 
th e m atter. 
To escape this danger it is not 
héCéSsarv, by any m eans, to keep the hired 
m en and our boys ap art in the fields and 
in the house, but rath er to have a care in 
regard to the m orals of those we hire, and 
w hen we find them all right, to do all in 
o ur power to m ake them feel we have an 
interest in th eir welfare as well as in a 
faithful perform ance of their 
labors.— 
[Pennsylvania Farm er. 


POULTRY FARM I NO. 
P oultry raising, like every other kind of 
business, requires lots of labor, attention 
and good m anagem ent to m ake it profit­ 
able. 
Very little capital is required to get 
started, bu t not one out of every ten start­ 
ers ever get farther than the first heat. 
Q uite a lot of newcom ers to California fancy 
th a t if nothing better turns op they can at 
any tim e com m ence chicken-raising and 
m ake a good living out of it. 
T he idea is 
th at all th at is w anted is a few hens, a 
house for them to roost in. a sack of chicken 
feed and a parse to hold th e egg m oney. 
N ot a few could tell by their sad expe­ 
rience th at this is not quite the program m e 
o f the actual perf, finance. 
A good m any 
item s occur w hile the business is in prog­ 
ress th at were not expected at the start, and 
there is m uch m ore skill required than was 
anticipated. Som e start out with the belief 
th at they know enough about the business 
io m a k e s success of it, but when they get 
to th e detail of breeding, rearing, cure and 
general m anagem ent, they discover how 
’mUcii they have to learn ; that sim ple as it 
seemed at first, there is m uch to be learned 
before one bee 'm es an'expert poultry farm ­ 
er.—[The Cackler. 


OF INTEREST TO FRUIT-GROWERS. 
Judge Bolden. of Santa Clara county, has 
rendered a decision in a case w hich is of 
gre • inter) st to fruit-grow ers in this State, 
w here the practice of contracting tor a crop 
o f fruit a year or two in advance is com ­ 
m on. 
A party w ho owned a young prune 
orchard of fifty acres sold the crop for two 
vears, tic sum to be paid the first year be­ 
ing $2.666 66, and th e second year $5,333 33. 
B ut the first year the orchard, instead oí 
yielding a fair crop for young trees, yielded 
-alm ost nothing, and the contractor gave 
notice th a t he 
rescinded the contract, 
claim ing th at the reason the orchard did 
not hear was because it had been im prop­ 
erly pruned. 
W hen the orchardist sued to 
recover, expert witnesses were brought for­ 
w ard to show that the pruning was bad, 
but, on the other liar.d, another set of w it­ 
nesses testified th at the pruning was all 
right. 
Judge Belden rem arked th at there 
were two system s of pruning, each claimed 
to be the best by its friends, and each de­ 
nounced by its enem ies. A s practical fruit- 
glow ers could not agree as betw een the 
system s, the Judge said th at it would he 
absurd for him to attem pt to do so. and 
th at lie was bound to assum e the w ork was 
reasonably well done. Therefore, he gave 
judgm ent for the plaintiff, th e ow ner of the 
orchard, against the contractor. — [San ¡ 
Francisco Post. 


VALUABLE STOCK. 
On the F ort C hurchill ranch, near D ay­ 
ton. are som e of the finest pure-blooded 
anim als of the short-horn variety. A m ong 
th e rest is one bull, know n as M azurka's 
R oyal Oxford, num bered in the stock book 
17,731. 
T his anim al was bred by Mr. A l­ 
exander, W oodburn farm , K entucky, and 
belongs to a family of short-horns th at has 
m ade a wide reputation and com m anded 
long prices, m any of th e tribe having sold 
a t $3.000 to $4,000 each. 
T his fine anim al 
is of the sam e pure blood as the several 
fam ous D ukes of A rdrio and Duchess of 
A rdrie. 
The Duchess of A rdrie was the 
m ost fam ous cow th at ever lived ; her de­ 
scendants sold for m ore th an $300.000 be­ 
fore she was fourteen years old ; she was 
m ore th an half-sister to th e Churchill 
bull. 
W . J. M arsh, one o f th e ow ners of 
th e F o rt C hurchill ranch and m anager of 
th e concern, has given d o se stiffly to th e 
subject of cattle-breeding. 
H e fliinks the 
bull will have a powerful im pression on 
th e large and fine herd on the ranch, th a t 


will be very beneficial to the herd and to 
the cattle interests of the w hole country. 


EVILS OF BORROWING. 
O ne of the vices of farm ers is chronic 
borrow ing. 
In every neighborhood are 
those who depend on others for a large 
num ber of the tools and im plem ents th a t 
they use, to say nothing of grain bags, 
seeds, etc., m any tim es never returned. 
T he good book says, " The borrow er is ser­ 
vant to the lender,’’ but in this case, the 
lender, if he be of an accom m odating 
spirit, is the servant. 
W hen tools are 
needed for use he will find th at another has 
them , and if returned are broken and out 
of repair. 
In tim e they are w orn out and 
m ust be replaced at the expense of the 
ow ner. 
In general it would he a blessing 
to this class of borrowers if lending was 
refused them 
As long as they can borrow 
they never buy or provide them selves with 
these necessary articles, and the h abit in ­ 
duces a k ind o f shiftlessness w hich should 
not be encouraged.—[Exchange. 


GENERAL NOTES. 
T he role of w ind 
in fertilizing the 
ground is rem arkably illustrated by the 
very fertile valley of Lim agne, in A u­ 
vergne. 
T he prevalent w inds there are 
west an d southw est, and 
traverse 
the 
chain of the Domes, w here arc vast de­ 
posits of volcanic allies. 
M uch of this 
dust is carried to I.iniagne valley, and set­ 
tles there of itself, or is carried dow n by 
rain or snow. 
As it contains a large 
am ount of phosphoric acid, potash and 
lim e, it is highly fertilizing, and its very 
tine state favors rapid assim ilation. 
As a 
result. I.iniagne is by far the m ast fertile 
valley in Europe. 
T he phylloxera first appeared in France 
in 1865, in the D epartm ent of the Hard. 
The ephem eral train has well toiled on, 
since it has laid desolate the w hole south 
of France, w here there was b ut comfort 
and prosperity. 
The G overnm ent expends 
l,25b.00o francs yearly to com bat the bugs. 
In 1854 there were 1,001,000 aeres of vine­ 
yards destroyed by the scourge in France, 
out of a total of 5,250,000 acres. 
In 1*71 
the country produced nearly 14,000,000 
gallons o f w ine; now not m ore th an half 
this quantity. ¡She exports annually 550,­ 
000 gallons. 
T hom as Taylor. M. D., niicroscopistofthe 
D epartm ent of A griculture, gives the fol­ 
low ing test for butter : 
If a few drops of 
sulphuric acid be com bined with a sm all 
quantity of pure butter, the butter will as­ 
sum e first an opaque w hitish-yellow color, 
and after th e lapse of about ten m inutes it 
will change to brick-red. O leom argarine 
m ade of beef fat, w hen treated in the sam e 
m anner, changes at first to a clear am ber, 
and after a lapse of about tw enty m inutes 
to a deep crim son. 
A w riter in the Prairie Farmer says 
“ W ard C. W hite, th e m ost successful 
dairym an in 
W isconsin, 
uttered 
that 
apohorism th a t has gone over th e whole 
w orld : ‘ 1 alw ays speak to a cow as I d o to 
a lady.’ 
W hen I asked him to tell m e the 
answ er to the whole dairy problem in one 
word, he re p lied ; ' W ell, my boy, I should 
spell it c-o-m-f-o-r-t. R em em ber th at m ilk- 
giving is a m aternal function, and no m an 
should abuse a m other.” 
Grapes have had a boom since crashing 
comm enced. 
The leading varieties are 
bringing a good stiff price w ith an upw ard 
tendency. 
T he cause of this is the light­ 
ness of the crop as com pared w ith last sea­ 
son, and w hile we have less grapes now 
th an we had then, it is a satisfaction to 
know th at a m uch better quality o f w ine 
will be m anufactured and a higher price 
com m anded.—[rit. H elena Tim es. 
A nts can easily be exterm inated by pu t­ 
ting about tw o ounces oí lard oil in a'sm all 
tin can w ithout a top and burying th e can 
about h a lf w ay in the earth near th e ants’ 
nest. 
Leave it u n til the next day, and, if 
any ants are seen outside of the can, pour a 
little m ore oil into it. stir it w ith a stick 
and let it stand a little longer, w hen the 
last an t w ithin traveling distance will be 
drow ned in the oil. 
The largest butter record in the world 
was m ade by Princess II., w ith th e th er­ 
m om eter below zero, m aking til pounds of 
butter a day from 5;. gallons of m ilk. The 
cow giving the richest m ilk, however, is 
Lancaster Fanny, owned in M iddle Tennes­ 
see, m aking 3 pounds of butter from 2 gal­ 
lons of ntiik.—[A m erican Farm er. 
Pure bred stock costs a tittle m ore at the 
start, but w hen once fuiiv established on a 
place they are an everlasting benefit, for all 
of th eir offspring are, as the p aren t stock, 
far superior to the m ongrels, and th e little 
extra expense of getting choice stock to 
start w ith is am ply paid for by th e supe­ 
riority of those they produce. " 
Save all pieces of boards and bits of 
tough tim ber and p ut them aw ay in the 
barn or woodshed. 
H ow m any tim es in a 
vear does a farm er w ant a strip of board, a 
hartdi,.' for a m aul or a stick for a pin, and 
if not at hailih a w hole board or fence rail 
m ust be cut. or perhaps h a lf a day lost 
going to a wagon shop. 
A ll species of fowls are w arm ly clad, and 
it should be borne in m ind th at this very 
m atter of clothing, w hile of great value as 
a protection against cold, becomes an ele­ 
m ent of danger w hen the fowl is subjected 
to the heat of sum m er. 
To guard against 
this it is necessary to provide a good shade 
during the day. 
A veteran sheep breeder in western M as­ 
sachusetts th in k s the rem edy for the disease 
in sheep know n as .grub in the head is 
plenty of grub in tb e ’stoiuach. 
H e th in k s 
healthy sheep have m aggot in the head, 
and w hen not properly cared for the grub 
gets the better of them , and the result is 
death. 
T he W isconsin Legislature has appropri­ 
ated th e sum of $5,000 to the State U ni­ 
versity. to be used in holding ‘ farm ers’ in ­ 
stitutes ” in various places for th e instruc­ 
tion of the people in agriculture, during the 
m onths of November. December, January, 
February, M arch and A pril. 
A farm er in 
H erkim er county, New 
York, raises his best potatoes on a soil con­ 
sisting of pure sand. 
H e enriches it w ith 
plenty of barn-yard m anure, and plants 
six or eight inches deep.

and found it killed th e tree as well as the 
borers. 
Seventy-five years ago the first tom atoes 
growu in this country were cultivated as a 
strange and show y horticultural curiosity 
in a garden in Salem , Mass. A bout 45 years 
ago they began to be used as a table vegeta­ 
ble. 
In 1688 Raj- found th at there were 7S 
varieties of apples.

braced 1,500 varieties, m any of them not 
w orth cultivation. 
A M ississippi farm er dashes cold water 
into the ears of choking cattle.

Trot, trot, trot, along the sm ooth, sunny, 
but bam boo-shaded high n ad, [I have 'a 
little leisure now to observe these astonish­ 
ing rickshaw coolies. 
They 
wear the 
enorm ous traditional m ushroom Chinese 
hat, suitable In case either of beating rain 
or fierce sun, under w hich are tucked their 
hard plaited pigtails—for even a coolie 
w ould feel him self disgraced were 
he 
m inus a pigtail. 
T hey' are bare-lootcd, 
bare-legged, bare-arm ed, and wear just 
sufficient rags to save them selves from the 
charge of indelicacy. 
T heir skins are sal- 
hiw, th eir M ongolian faces are pinched, 
their stature is sm all, their lim bs seem a t­ 
tenuated and loosely put together. A nd yet 
these dem onical-looking wretches, to call 
w hom ” brethren ” is, indeed, a heavy de­ 
m and on our charity, throw them selves 
forw ard in to the shafts and drag th eir car­ 
riages w ith its passengers, who m ay be ten 
or m ay be tw enty stone, not at a walk, 
o r a shuffle, or an antble, but at a good 
round trot of about six m iles an hour. 
T hey neither flag, pant, nor perspire, but 
keep tin this pace for tw o or three m iles at 
a stretch. 
W ould not th e most renow ned 
E uropean athlete or pedestrian be b u t a 
feeble coney in com parison? 
Moreover, 
these coolies have to content them selves at 
the end of their journey with five cents—a 
cent is a fraction less than a half-penny. 
They ex u lt if they receirc ten ceuts, and 
consider the dor.or an utter fool if ho gives 
them fifteen cents. 
The first sensations at 
being conveyed in a rickshaw are those of 
m ingled am usem ent and sham e. 
One 
likens oneself to a drunken m asquerader 
or to an unostentatious buffoon*. 
Then 
habit begets indifference. 
D ignitaries of 
th e 
Church, 
dignitaries of 
th e Gov­ 
ernm ent. dignitaries of the law, soldiers, 
sailors, and even well-to-do Chinese, all 
have recourse to them : and the Sergeant in 
his rickshaw salutes the colonel in hii rick­ 
shaw w ith precisely the sam e gravity as if 
both were on parade. 
Perhaps the full ab­ 
surdity can be best realized by considering 
w hat would be th e effect produced were the 
Dean of W estm inster to be trundled in a 
w heelbarrow dow n Piccadilly by a dirty, 
ragged little London A rab.—[C om hill Mag­ 
azine.

San Francisco should be called " The 
City of Surprises.” 
One of the first topics 
w ith w hich E astern people wrestle before 
they can realize its tru th is decreased food 
prices as com pared w ith their ow n towns. 
Being served w ith increased variety of veg­ 
etables. fruits, native wines, fish they have 
never seen, and resultant cookery com bina­ 
tions, they naturally expect to pay in pro­ 
portion to the supply. 
T here is residing here a trio o f gay old 
boys, prom inent business m en, and well- 
know n bon virants, who, though all have 
well-appointed houses of th eir own, dine

A t the cashier's desk, he whose 
turn it was to pay. put dow n tw o dollars.

STO R IES O F L IT T L E T H IN G S. 
Myrmecides, one of the ancients, after 
many years of toil, made out of ivory a lit­ 
tie chariot with four wheels and four horses, 
the whole equipage so small that a bum ­ 
blebee could completely hide it with one of 
her wings. At another time lie made, also 
out of ivory, a miniature ship witli all its 
ropes and rigging, likewise so small that a 
bee could hide the little vessel beneath its 
wing. 
In the twentieth 
vear of the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth of England, a sturdy 
blacksmith by the name of Mark Scalist, 
who lived in London, manufactured a pad­ 
lock of iron, steel and brass, ol 
eleven 
pieces, and a pipe key, all of which only 
weighed one grain, 
lie also made a chain 
of gold, of forty-five pieces, which he fast­ 
ened to the lock and key and put it around 
the neck of a flea, which drew the whole 
witli perfect ease. The chain, key, lock 
and key ail together weighed one grain and 
a half. 
Junius relates that :it Mechlin, in Bra­ 
bant. he saw a cherry-stone cut into the 
form of a basket, in which were fourteen 
pair of dice, the spats and num bers on each 
being easily discerned with the naked eye. 
Tum ulto, of whose wonderful skill so 
many tales have been told, is said to have 
manufactured an iron mill so m inute in 
size that a m onk could carry it in his 
sleeve, yet the mill was powerful enough 
to grind sufficient grain in a day to furnish 
food for eight men. 
Still more wonderful was a set of 500 
dishes, which were all perfect in every part, 
and which could easily be inclosed in a 
pepper-corn, a fruit of the pepper tree. 
These were manufactured by an artist 
named Oswaldus Northittgenus, in the 
time of Pope Paul the Fifth ; the Pope is 
said to have him self counted the dim inu­ 
tive fragments with the aid of a pair of 
spectacles. 
In 17(51, upon tlie birthday of King George 
111. of England,M r. Arnold, a watchmaker 
of London, waited upon the King and pre­ 
sented Him with a curious repeating watch 
which he had constructed. 
His Majesty, 
as well as the rest of the royal family to 
whom Mr. Arnold was introduced, ex­ 
pressed their utmost admiration of the 
work. Extraordinary as it may be thought," 
it is known that this repeating watch was 
somewhat less than a -ilver dime in di­ 
ameter. and contained 120 distinct parts. 
Altogether it weighed five pennyweights, 
seven grains and three-fourths. This was 
«onsidered at tlie time as the sublimity of 
littleness. 
In penm anship the production of this 
class have been very numerous. In the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth “ there was a man 
who wrote the Ten Commandments, the 
(‘reed, the Paternoster, and name of the 
Queen, and the year of our Lord, within 
the compass, or on as small a surface as a 
penny: and gave her Majesty a ¡pair of 
spectacles, of such an artificial making, 
that by the help thereof, she did plainly 
and distinctly discern every letter." Tins 
feat was equalled sctnte years since by an 
engraver ol London, named Daires, who 
wrote the Lord s Prayer, the Creed of the 
English Church, the Ten Commandments, 
and his own name in the space occupied by 
half a dime. 
A gentleman now livingin Liverpool has 
written the poem “ Mount Pleasant" in a 
spat e three by two inches. 
He also wrote 
Goldsmith's poent of "T he Traveler," of 
438 lines, in a square three and a half by 
three and half inches, and his greatest feat 
was the writing of tlie Lord's Prayer in a 
circle tliree-sixteentlis of an inch in diame­ 
ter, which may lie distinctly read with a 
magnifying glass. It is very common to 
see the Lord’s Prayer written or engraved 
on tlie space of a two-cent piece or a silver 
dime, but the specimen just mentioned is 
the smallest writing of the Lord's Prayer 
ever know to exist. 
In the year 1816 a knife was made at 
Manchester, England, 
which contained 
seventeen articles; three blades, a button­ 
hook, saw, punch and screw-driver, box, 
corkscrew, hook ami gimlet, two phlemes, 
picker, tweezer, and two lancets, with a 
ring at the head of the knife. 
The entire 
knife was only eleven-sixteenths of an inch 
long, and weighed one pennyweight and 
fourteen grains.—[Will M. Clemens, in 
W ide Awake.

At the last meeting of the State Board of 
Education it was decided tliat the faculty 
of the State Normal University shall hold 
their positions hereafter for but one year at 
a time, subject to the vote of the Board at 
each annual election. 
It is generally ad­ 
mitted by the friends of the school that 
this is decidedly a move in the wrong 
direction.—[Western School Journal.

A lady says that to kill insects she uses 
one teaspoonfui of kerosene to the gallon of 
water, and sprinkles it on the plants witli a 
hand-broom. 
It destroys green flies and 
other pests. 
Don’t waste your time scouring your 
bread pansi bread never bakes as well in a 
bright tin. Tndeed. the best bread pans, if 
one can afford to have them made, are ob­ 
long ones made of Russia sheet-iron. 
When oiie has had a fever and the hair 
is falling off, take a teacup of sage, steep in 
a quart of soft water, strain it off into a 
tight bottle. Sponge the head with the tea 
frequently, wetting the roots of the hair. 
Kerosene will soften boots and shoes 
which have been hardened by water, and 
render them as pliable as new.

T h e S tr e n g th o f t h e B r itis h A rm y .— 
A blue book was issued lately containing 
statistics respecting the strength and con­ 
dition of the British army during 1884. 
From the tables given it appears that the 
effective strength of the regular army was 
181,227 oti the 1st of January last year, 
and 188,216 on the 1st of December, making 
the average strength for tlie year 183,014. 
Tlie Army Reserve numbered 39,286 in 
Class I., and 7.738 in Class II. on the 1st of 
January of the present year. The strength 
of the militia and yoeru'anry on the dates 
ot inspection of 1884 was 131,787 and 11,488 
respectively, whilst the volunteer force on 
the 1st of November, 1884, stood at 215,015. 
Of the regular army, the average strength 
of the lorce at home during 1884 was 89.­ 
994, the number abroad being 93,010. The 
proportions of the several brandies of the 
service were as follows: Cavalry, 16,908; 
Royal Artillery, 31,727; Royal Engineers, 
5,573 ; infantry, etc., 128.796. The army in 
Egypt on the 1st of January, 1885, was 
15,269 strong; in the colonies (including 
drafts on passage out), 26.013 ; and in the 
East Indies (including drafts on passage 
out), 57,928 ; the general total at home and 
abroad on that date being 188,657. 
The 
total effective strength on the 1st of Janu­ 
ary. 1875, was 185,432, and on the 1st of 
January. 1S85. 213,966. A similar compar­ 
ison of tiie strength of the volunteers gives 
the following result: 1884, 208,365 efficients 
out of a total enrollment of 215.015 : 1874, 
161,100 out of 185,387, and 1864, 123,707 out 
of 170,544._________

A CASE IN POINT. 


Congress authorized the construction of 
i number of dams in the upper Mississippi. 
The same authority, it follows, lias the 
paver to forbid obstructions being placed 
in a navigable stream, and m ining sands 
unlawfully deposited in the rivers are 
olistructions. 
The Government may order 
them abated and forbid their renewal. But 
that Lsonlv incidental thought. The dams in 
the Mississippi cause the overflow of fifty 
m iles square of land in the Leech River 
Reservation, occupied by the Chippewa 
Indians: 
The flooding destroys their rice 
fields, and causes a loss of 2,000 bushels 
annually. 
It also damages many sugar 
irehards. and deprives the Indians of their 
usual supply of fish. 
Xow comes Bishop 
\Y hippie, of Minnesota, and appeals to the 
Federal Government for the Chippewas, 
that they shall lie protected from these 
ills. 
“ For four years,” says the Bishop, 
“these Indians have sent appeal after ap­ 
peal for redress. 
The Department of the 
Interior asked their agent to report the 
facts, and his statements were received 
with incredulity. 
Captain Blakely and 
the Rev. <1. A. (iilitillan were appointed a 
commission to assess the damages and their 
report shared the same fate. 
The Govern­ 
ment has offered the Indians less compen­ 
sation than the value of the m illions of 
feet of their pine used in the construction 
o f the dams.” 
Now this is a sad case; 
the 
Government 
should 
afford 
the 
Indians 
relief; 
either 
remove 
the 
dams 
or 
give 
the 
red 
men 
other 
lands, and 
save 
them 
from all 
loss 
and harm by reason of the change. 
We 
trust Bishop W hipple w ill succeed in liis 
missionary effort to secure relief for the 
Chippewas. If he does, we shall need him, 
and a good many like him , out here. Cali­ 
fornians are something better than Chip 
jiewas ; their cry for relief is quite as loud ; 
their cause a thousand-fold more pressing, 
and of its justice no one can doubt. 
Many 
thousands of them are exposed to a like 
menace with the Chippewas— only they do 
not ask the Government to salve their 
wounds by measured damages. 
They sim ­ 
ply ask the W ashington authorities to in­ 
terfere to the extent of preventing the de­ 
struction of a r.svigable river; 
to en­ 
join peremptorily the further building 
o f sand and sliekens dams in the Sacra­ 
mento river; to stop the work of diverting 
the stream ; and when that is done, to do 
som ething to restore the river to some sem­ 
blance of its original self. 
AVe have not 
rice fields to !>e flooded nor sugar orchards 
to lie damaged. 
But we have $120,000,000 
of assessed values to lie depreciated; agri­ 
cultural lands that are being covered up ; 
cities and towns that are m enaced; 
a 
broad commerce that is threatened; 
two 
o f t lie finest harlnirs in the world endan­ 
gered ; 
a magnificent section of the State 
exposed to the danger of inundation and 
consequent great injury; 
a once magnifi­ 
cent river nearly destroyed ; 
navigation 
actually suspended, and other ills, needless 
to detail, all due to the dams in the Gov­ 
ernment’s river. 
Surely, our case is better 
and stronger than that of the Chippewas, 
and surely we need a good many Bishop 
W hipples to awaken the Government to a 
sense of the urgency of our plea, the p ite­ 
ousness of our plaint, and the justice of our 
demand. 


LONG LIVE *THE BOSS. 


T he 
Bonnet-Buckley episode in San 
Francisco is a peculiar phase of bossism. 
Buckley is a bose, more politely, “ a politi­ 
cal manager ” for a wing of the Democratic 
party. 
H is skill in managing resides 
mainly in his control of an elem ent ready 
to be controlled for considerations. 
These 


may lie jiolitical preferment, reward by ap- I 
pointment, promise and gift of employment > 
libations of whisky, general confraternal 
reciprocation between cliques of the ele­ 
ment, and probably some gro-er considera­ 
tion. It is perfectly natural that the trading 
class in jKilitics should seek for an agent, a 
medium through whom contracting parties 
may lie brought together, or by whom they 
may seem to be kept apart. Such an agent is 
Buckley. 
H e has, however, real organiz­ 
ing talent and managerial skill, and Ls en­ 
dowed by nature with gifts in tiiese direc­ 
tions above the common, 
it is not sur­ 
prising therefore, that a man who is skill­ 
ful as a boss and possesses great influence 
(largely because he has the reputation of 
possessing it i, should be appealed to to go 
outside political lines and do a friendly 
turn for money in the realm of the law. 
For a consideration Buckley induced cer­ 
tain parties to give their place on the cal­ 
endar of the Supreme Court to the ease of 
his client, and thereby a speedier hearing 
was had. 
So far as the transaction itself 
i-> concerned it apparently was legal chough 
and no harm is charged as resulting. 
It 
was sim ply, says Mr. Boss Buckley, an ar­ 
rangement among litigant-, by which one 
having preference for the ear of the Court 
yielded to another hi- right to he heard 
first. 
But, supposing 
it 
to lie ever 
so 
innocent 
an 
affair, 
yet 
as 
in­ 
dicating a new 
departure 
and 
broad 
possibilities 
for 
bossism, 
it 
is 
an 
alarming circum-tance. If the political bo-s 
may do these things lie may do much more 
of a similar character, and that corruption 
w ill creep in as a result admits of no 
doubt. 
The party who employs the ward 
boss hereafter to adjust Court calendar- 
wili do so because he believes the manag­ 
ing capacity of the boss to he superior to 
that of the officers of the Court— the at­ 
torneys in the case. 
W ith this new con­ 
fession of his importance, the boss will, of 
coiirse, take on new airs. 
We uiav reason­ 
ably expect him to enter the realm of the 
Church, certainly the filds c»f commerce 
and trade, and assume the direction of 
society. 
Everywhere lie already largely 
controls in educational departm ents.divid­ 
ing influence at times with book-publish- 
ers—a species of bosses. 
At the beck and 
call of the boss, teachers come and g o ; 
elected officers of the people consult him 
in preference to their constituents. 
H e is 
the arbiter of destinies in civil official 
rank-; the dictator of our actions in the 
economy of municipal administration ; the 
one sufficient referee in matters of State 
policy, and now he is to determine in what 
manner we shall approach the throne of 
the law. 
Great is the political king, and 
the boss is his name. 
lie is omnipresent, 
and holds sway in village as well as city, 
at cross-roads as well as in town. 
lie 
ought to he crushed out, blotted out and 
sat down upon; but bless our souls, he will 
not he; the people arc content to sit under 
his rule, submit to his dictation, accept his 
make of platform and the fashioning of of­ 
ficial' at his hands. 
The people know 
what is best for them. 
We repeat, long 
live the boss. 


REFORM WITHOUT EXPOSURE. 


I lie Bishop of St. Davids sent a letter 
to a recent m eeting in London, protesting 
against the method of the expose adopted 
hv the Pall Mull Gazette. 
lie pronounces 
it the greatest offense against public de 
cency and morality ever committed in 
even a nominally Christian country. 
But 
other clergymen of equal standing and in ­ 
telligence indorse the action of the Gazette 
and commend its courage and its methods. 
1 he subject is just now one of profound in­ 
terest in England. 
To just what extent 
such publications are justifiable is unset­ 
tled in the ethics of public decency, if we 
are to judge by the division of sentiment 
in England. 
If the ends are ever to just­ 
ify the means, it would seem that the case 
ol the Gazette is a defensible one. 
How 
are great reforms to be worked and great 
evils combatted when public opinion is an 
essential aid, if the facts are to be kept 
secret? 
Jt 
will 
he conceded that the 
amendment to the Crimes Act could never 
have been secured without just such an ex ­ 
posure as that recently made in England, 
and there is no one who will now deny the 
righteousness of that enactment. 
The ar­ 
biter in this debate is to he the voice of 
public opinion. 
It has thus far unquali­ 
fiedly approved the method of the expose, 
and that this is true is testified to by the 
action of Parliament. 
AA'e have said be­ 
fore this, that we do not believe the publi­ 
cations made by the London journal will 
poison the social atmosphere, or lead any 
one into evil ways. 
There is no proof that 
they have done so as yet. 
Chi the con­ 
trary, the effect thus far apparent has been 
to quicken the moral sense, to decrease the 
most infamous of crimes, and to throw 
about female virtue additional safeguards. 
The results therefore may lie said to have 
justified the means employed. 
True, the 
matter treats of crime that in recital is re­ 
pulsive to every modest mind, and shocks 
every worthy manly and womanly senti­ 
ment. 
But when this is admitted, it is 
necessary to go further and show that it 
tends to degrade the 
moral 
sense, to 
increase evil practices and augment crime. 
If the result is the reverse of this, how 
can those who hold with the Bishop of St. 
Davids reasonably object, to the agency 
employed ? 
The conservatism that fears 
to drag the skeleton from the closet really 
fosters the vice. 
There is, and can be, no 
patent method of reform. 
It is usually 
the 
result of 
moral convulsion. 
The 
knife must be applied to remove moral 
cancers, for they are rarely rotted away by 
moral suasion. 
The radical reformer at 
the outset generally invites the opposition 
of the public, but as only that is reform 
that is right, it invariably results that in 
time the radical has his reward. 
Reform 
is always born of corruption, and publicity 
is the only possible field for its activity or 
its success. 
If the tendency of the times 
is, as Dr. Holland so stoutly maintained, 
toward reform, then those methods that 
the public sense approves are commend­ 
able. 
The English expose has its type in 
our own country, and the chief difference 
is in the volume of the recital and magni­ 
tude of the crim e; the morality and de­ 
cency and offense to public modesty in ­ 
volved are precisely the same. 
For in­ 
stance, nothing viler b treated of in the 
London expose than has been openly 
printed in the California press in the case 
of the purchase o f female children by 
Chinese for immoral purposes. 
Y et no 
one has even suggested that it was repre­ 


hensible on the part of the California 
press to tell the plain truth regarding that 
infamy. 
In fact, in the whole narrative of 
the Gazette there is nothing so awfully 
shocking as the traffic of the Chinese in 
white female children. 
It would lie pro­ 
foundly interesting if those who object to 
the exposure of indecency and crime, liber­ 
tinism and the traffic in female slaves, 
would present for public consideration the 
plans they would sulistitute for working 
reformations. 
L’ntil they do so, their 
hooked modesty should not much concern 
us. 
W hen they elaborate sueli plans it 
will be tim e enough for the press to re­ 
frain from topics which no paper of -tand- 
ing likes to debate. 
In the meantime 
great social dangers must lie discussed 
w ith such boldness as w ill carrv conviction.

THE STATE FAIR. 


The -ucecss of the State Fair about to 
open in this city is no longer a matter of 
speculation. 
So far. at least, as exhibits 
are concerned, it is not involved in any 
manner of doubt, nor is there any sort of 
doubt entertained of the lieneficial relation 
it -. ill hold to the people, for they w ill lie 
enabled to exam ine in groups the exhibits 
of the products of many more of our coun­ 
ties than have before presented examples 
of production at a State exposition. In the 
matter of industries and of mechanical ap­ 
pliances, inventions, agricultural tools and 
devices, and specimens of fine handiwork 
there are to date more entries than at any 
previous exhibition under the auspices of 
the State Board of Agriculture. 
As to 
stock, the assurance is a certainty that the 
exhibits will he larger, more varied and 
of greater benefit than in any preceding 
year. 
AYith a speed programme of es­ 
pecial promise, there can therefore be no 
question of the entire success of the com­ 
ing fair as an exhibition. 
That it w ill he 
financially successful, despite the dull sea­ 
son, would seem to lie quite as w ell as-ured. 


I t is gratifying to not-* in these hard 
times that at least the balance of trade 
with foreign countries is largely in our 
favor. 
The excess of exports over imjiorts 
during the year ending Ju ly 31st was not 
less than $101,989,214, between thirteen 
and fourteen m illions a month. 


CONTEMPORARY EXPRESSION. 


In the death of \\ iiliam M. Gwin one 
of the first of California ¡Senators, and one 
ot the builders of the Constitution of Cali­ 
fornia, has passed away. 
lie was a man 
whose early career was 
one of great 
brilliancy, and in the prime of his politi­ 
cal life he was a man w ith a national rep­ 
utation, w ith influence in political 
life 
scarcely second to any, and as such he 
made and left his indellible impress upon 
our public affairs. 
California owed much 
to Senator Gwin, for to his energy was due 
much of the favor it early received at the 
hands of the Federal Government. 
But, 
w hile he was a great organizer, a man of 
great brain, a devoted student of political 
history, a courageous and able representa­ 
tive of the people during long years of 
service in high station, and while his Con­ 
gressional career was very extended and 
made him one of the most prominent 
figures in the political field of the United 
States during periods of greatest moment, 
yet his later course was such as to shadow 
the record of a life of great activity and 
broad service to his country. 
At the out­ 
break of the war he took sides with the 
Confederate States and against the nation 
that had so often honored and exalted 
him. 
During the civil war he attached 
him self to the fortunes of M aixm ilian, in 
M exico, and thus still more estranged him ­ 
self from his country. 
W ith the close of 
M axim ilian’s reign, Dr. Gwin returned to 
the U nited States, but could not again 
illu m e a position of political prominence. 
H e was unquestionably a man of the 
higher 
order 
of intellect; 
naturally 
endowed with statesmanlike pialities, and 
gifted with the abilities that distinguish 
the successful legislator. 
H e was a hot 
partisan, putting party indeed, too much to 
the front, and drawing as sharp fire from his 
enemies as lie did warm manifestations of 
devotion from his political associates. 
H e 
may be justly termed the pioneer political 
leader of the coast— one of the founders 
and one of the builders of the State of 
California.

A ork laugh at the idea of cholera germs 
being brought over in raisins. 
AA'hat cares 
trade for the lives of men so long as it can 
turn a penny. 
If rags can convey the 
germs why not the pulpy body of the 
raisin V 
If the germ will live and develop 
in the seams of the ship, why not in the 
folds of the skin of the raisin ? 
The raisin 
is picked in the cholera district, handled 
over and over again by those exposed 
hourly to the disease—many of them die 
of the plague— the raisin is cured in the 
houses of the peasantry in the cholera dis­ 
tricts ; the trays are hung in all the rooms 
and every inch of space is utilized in the 
house for the purpose. 
This is done in 
houses where men and women have sick­ 
ened and died of cholera, and yet we are 
told by the traders that there is no danger 
in importing the A'alencia or Malaga 
raisins. 


T h e San Francisco Chronicle blossoms 
out with an expose, which prim a facie es­ 
tablishes the fact that great numbers of 
return certificates are sold to Chinese, and 
that a regular traffic in these passes goes 
on. 
Jt is charged that a ring conducts the 
business, and that it has been extrem ely 
profitable to it. 
It could not be carried on 
without the connivance or neglect of cus­ 
toms officials. 
The heads of the two chief 
departments enter denials of all knowledge 
of the traffic. 
But the proofs adduced 
that these certificates have been taken to 
China and peddled out are so strong that 
an official investigation must follow.

“ Russia Under the Tzars," is tin- title of 
“ Stepniak's" latest volume. 
The writ­ 
ings of tisis remarkable man, so widely 
known as the editor ot Zcnihix I 
Valia 
(Land and Liberty), have attracted univer­ 
sal attention, not alone for the intense Ín­ 
teres! t He subjects of human liberty and 
political toleration in Russia possess, but 
because of the vividness of the author's 
descriptions, the romance of his narrative, 
and the vigor of his political expressions. 
The objection m ay well be taken to the 
title given tiie present volume, that it dot-: 
not reflect the subject-matter of tiie text. 
Une would conclude from the title that it 
is broadly historical, but in truth it is a hot 
protest against modern Russian political 
methods and administration, and lias no 
historical retrospect whatever, bevond such 
a- is incidental and quite unavoidable. The 
condition of the Russian subject as regards 
his civil rights is clearly defined by the 
writer, but not in connected form. Indeed, 
the chapters stand apart vera much as if 
they had originally been prepared as dis­ 
tinct essays. 
They lack that continuity of 
purpose which we had reason to expect 
Irom the author. 
The chapters devoted to 
what may be called past history are nine 
in number, but are by no means expository 
of Russia under the regime of the Czars'; 
they relate to conditionsW ith ju-t a shade 
o f a background oi the past by way of con­ 
trast, but the reader turns from them dis­ 
appointedly to the more interestingly mar­ 
shalled facts concerning political and m ili­ 
tary 
trials, 
and 
the 
judgments 
and 
executions resulting. These chapters are 
thrillingly 
dramatic, 
and 
fortified by 
authoritative citations. 
They are no more 
tragic, however, than those descriptive of 
the inhuman methods resorted to by the 
public prosecutors to extort confessions 
from political prisoners. 
W e could wish 
that Stcpniak was as faithful a historian, as 
clear and sound a reasoner from events to 
certainty of conclusion, a- tip is a brilliant 
narrator of melodramatic episodes in the 
political whirl oi the strangest and most 
inconsistent o f 
peoples—the 
Russians. 
Beyond question no modern writer pos­ 
sesses 
the 
art 
in 
a 
higher degree 
than 
he of 
so 
grouping 
anecdotes 
and relating tKem to illustrate official 
cruelty and the horrors of absolute despot­ 
ism. 
He understands to a nicety how to 
appeal to the sym pathies—he understands 
but vaguely how to reach the cool reason. 
He knows only certain abuses in Russia 
exist, but 
unfortunately, with 
all 
his 
brilliancy and experience, lie fails to con­ 
vey to his readers the “ reason why.” 
One 
rises from the perusal of this remarkable 
record of civil oppression and political 
wrong with the feeling o f no%having been 
satisfied why all these things are, and w ith 
the conviction that Stcpniak could have 
made it clear. 
But he prefers to deal with 
the sensational and the present, and prob­ 
ably for a purpose which more philosophical 
dissertations would defeat. 
AVe do not get 
very near the causes of the ulcers of civil­ 
ization and political life in Russia by aid 
of this book, but we do get a series of re­ 
markably stirring chapters, on a variety of 
subjects, in some of which the author is 
squarely at issue with colder history, while 
m others, as those on military tribunals, or 
despotism and the press, and on the press 
under Alexander II.. there is conveyed 
valuable information, and a deal of very 
clear thinking is manifested. The vol­ 
ume has been rendered into English by 
W illiam Westfall, is published by Charles 
Scribner's Sons, New A'ork. and is for sale 
by A. I,. Bancroft it Co., San Francisco. 
The “ Century” for September (Century 
Publishing Company, New York,) is at 
hand. 
It will be in special demand be 
cause of the long-promised paper on -the 
siege of Vicksburg from the pen of the 
hero, Ulysses S. Grant. 
The article is 
freely illustrated and mapped, and is a 
clearly written and forcible narrative, to 
which this journal -lias already bad occa­ 
sion to make editorial reference.

T he O regon R ailroad. 
The Oakland Tnuee. in referring to the 
resumption of work upon the California 
and Oregon Railroad, and the benefit that 
would be derived from its completion, says: 
In considering the advantages of the com ­ 
pletion of the California ana Oregon Rail­ 
road into Oregon, connecting them with 
the Oregon system of railroads, one very- 
important fact m ust not be lost sight of, anil 
that is California’s early matured fruit can 
find a market in Oregon. Idaho, W ashing­ 
ton Territory- and British Columbia before 
the fruits of those sections ripen. This, to 
our fruit-growers, is o f great importance, 
for they want every- market that can possi­ 
bly- lie secured, so as to sell advantageously 
lhe rapidly increasing products of the 
orchard. The merchants of those sections 
w ill visit the metropolis of this State 
oftener with land communication, for the 
dread oi passage by water keeps m any from 
coming. 
With the completion of the road 
a large increase in the trade, more particu­ 
larly- from central and southern Oregon, 
can be confidently- looked for. 
In return a 
large percentage of the surplus of the pro­ 
ducts from the farms in southern and cen­ 
tral Oregon will seek us for a market. 
Taking the lessened charters for ships to 
European ports from San Francisco when 
compared with the rates ruling from Port­ 
land. and the wheat grow n in Douglas and 
Jackson counties can be marketed cheaper 
here than in Portland. 
It may not be out of place, in consider­ 
ing this subject, to reproduce a part cif an 
editorial which appeared in the Petaluma 
Courier. 
The Courier says: 
“ AVhile sus­ 
taining the course of our Representative in 
< ongress, Mr. Henley, in the main, for he 
only- carried out the instructions o f his 
constituents, and in favor ot generally for­ 
feiting lands not earned by the railroads 
under their contracts with tiie Government, 
we think there should be som e discrimina­ 
tion and exceptions to the proposed whole­ 
sale forfeiture. 
For instance, we would 
except from the bill now beiore the House, 
the California and Oregon road, and we 
would do this not in the interest of the 
railroad company, but more especially for 
the benefit o f the people directly interested 
in its com pletion. 
It is a (¡ict that the 
part of this road still to be completed 
is the most difficult and expensive piece 
of 
road 
ever 
built 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
The 
lands 
bordering it 
being 
so 
far 
from 
market 
are 
almost 
worthless, 
without 
railway com m uni­ 
cation. 
and 
the 
Government 
would 
actually make m oney by giving the alter­ 
nate sections along its route. 
This road, 
too. would be a great benefit to San Fran­ 
cisco. and w hy its merchants, knowing its 
importance to the little trade left them 
from the northern country, should, in all 
this controversy, have remained silent, is 
one of the mysteries. 
A'iewing its import­ 
ance to them, as we do. a more cowardly or 
indifferent body of business men. as to 
their own future welfare, cannot he found 
in any great city outside of California. 
AA'hiie the speedy- building of this road will 
greutly benefit the northern part of the 
State, how can the granting of the alternate 
sections along its line injure the people in 
Sonoma county or the southern part of the 
State? 
As we have said before, the road 
mentioned should be exempted from the 
sweeping forfeiture provisions of the bill 
now before Congress, not in the interest of 
the railroad, hut in an act of sim ple justice 
to the people directly interested in its com ­ 
pletion ; and the sooner this is done the 
better it w ill be for at least the northern 
part of the State." 
The Red Bluff Sentinel speaking upon the 
same subject, sa y s: 
Not only- will the Central Pacific recover 
the trade lost by the Northern Pacific, but 
the completion of the road will open up 
and develop a trade in Northern California 
alone that will astonish the most violent 
opponents of the railway company. Thous­ 
ands and tens of thousands of acres of 
grain and fruit land will be sought andcul- 
tiyated ; m illions ujion m illions of feet of 
the finest lumber in the world will be cut 
and shipped to home and foreign markets: 
untold m illions of hidden treasure in the 
depths of the earth will be discovered and 
brought into active circulation ; fruit cul­ 
ture, grape culture, stock-raising, flour and 
lumber mills, and a score of other indus­ 
tries will be the grand results of the com­ 
pletion of this gigantic enterprise. 
M illions of acres of Government and rail­ 
road lands will be pre-empted, homesteaded 
or bought, and happy homes made for those 
now homeless in the Old World, and the 
great northwest who are coming to Califor­ 
nia to remain permanently, and in a com ­ 
mercial point of view, teeming m illions of 
wealth will be ponred into the lap of Sac­ 
ramento and San Francisco that now goes 
East by the Northern Pacific and ocean 
steamers. 
All along the line of the Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon road, from the boundary 
line between this State and Oregon, busi­ 
ness of all kinds will receive a quickening 
impulse, and all branches of trade will be 
greatly benefited. 
The completion of this 
road will be to Northern California what 
the building of the Trans-continental road 
was to California—an era of prosperity and 
material advancementjiot known in twenty 
yeats. 
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_ A dispatch published yesterday concern­ 
ing Count Tolstoi, one of the richest men 
o f Russia, gives, as an evidence that Lis 
mind has become shattered, the statement 
that lie has retired to a remote estate, and 
passes his time mostly in making boots and 
shoes, and explaining his so doing, to he 
that he lias found " the real secret of Happi­ 
ness and morality to consist in manual 
labor.” 
If the real truth could be known, 
there would be a great cloud o f witnesses 
from among those who, from acquired 
wealth, have left the fields o f life's activi­ 
ties and tasted the experience o f after idle­ 
ness, who could heartily indorse the Rus­ 
sian Count s testimony. 
There is more 
evidence of insanity in 'th e insatiate greed 
to acquire wealth, than in the acknowledg­ 
m ent that wealth cannot in itself bring 
happiness.

But it must be confesse- 
that, coming so quickly upon the heels of 
the recent meeting of Emperors in the 
old world, and as our Associated Press 
agents found sufficient importance in it to 
telegraph a quarter of a column of the 
m om entous proceedings across the conti­ 
nent, and conclude with a blood-curdling 
inference that still further business was 
transacted in a secret session of the joint 
conference, the profound depths of “ which 
cannot be learned," it i- to be feared that 
there is trouble ahead, and that this body 
of liaseballers have secretly entered upon 
the consideration of international matters, 
through which they will soon have all the 
powers of the earth—including the Fiji 
Islanders—bv the ears.

The following resolutions have been 
unanimously adopted by Simmer Post and 
a copy forwarded to National Headquarters 
of the Grand A rm y: 
\\ herf.as, It seems to be the unanimous 
sentiment of the members of the Grand 
Army of tlie Republic that that organiza­ 
tion should erect a monument at the Cap­ 
ital of the country to llic memory of eom- 
rade D. s. Grant, as a testimonial of the 
love, respect and gratitude which they en­ 
tertain for him as their leader, and that the 
memory of his heroism, patriotism, hon­ 
esty. magnanimity and unsurpassed citi­ 
zenship may be perpetuated, to serve as 
models for others through all time to come, 
therefore, be it 
ftesnle.j, That Sumner I’os¡ No. •'!, 
A. 
R., fully and unqualifiedly indorse the 
proposition, and pledges its’ full share of 
ilie funds necessary to consummate such a 
work. And be it further 
Rti .lreil, That Sumner Post No. .'{ would 
respectfully suggest that. :n addition to 
money contributions, each Post of the 
Grand Army prepare a block of stone, 
ptpperly cut, polished and inscribed, under 
direction of the architect, and have the 
same forwarded to Washington to be used 
in the construction of said monument.

Demands for Camp Expenses—W hat is 
Required ol Soldier»—Target Practice, 
Controller Bunn having refused to issue 
his warrant of $20.0G in a lump sum for 
the encampment expenses, tiie Colonels of 
regiments are now engaged in making an 
itemized statement of the expenses of their 
respective companies. 
These demands 
will be honored if found correct according 
to the daily report of members present in 
camp. There will be separate demands, 
one for per diem and one for transporta­ 
tion. It is well understood that the $JO,000 
will not cover ¡til the expense, and this 
being so, is it just and right that the 81,000 
contributed by the (Santa Cruz people 
should go into the pockets of any of ihe 
officers for their personal expenses? It 
would be pro|>er. we think, to pay the 
transportation of the officers and tin ir stalls 
and subsistence at tiie same rate as were 
allowed the men and the regimental and 
line officers : but we submit that tiie bal­ 
ance should go towards the general expense 
account for encampment purposes. 
As a rule during the late encampment 
the men of the First Artillery attended to 
their duties faithfully and well, and it is 
chiefly owing to the fai t that they are in­ 
telligent and look on the business as being 
a high duty they owe the .State as good cit­ 
izens. Thev know that the presence of an 
efficient body of National Guardsmen pre­ 
vents the commission of rioting and law­ 
lessness upon the part of the vicious ele­ 
ment. particularly in large cities. This is 
a fact that has been demonstrated time and 
again ; but there are always some among 
the -many who do not understand their 
duties as fully as they might, and who do 
not desire to take part or do their duty un­ 
less everything is pleasant and to their 
liking, and who are not willing to discom­ 
mode themselves to help along in the good 
work, and. when arduous duty is required, 
sneer at the service and wish they were out 
of it, etc.: and who will not willingly 
obey the orders of their superiors, 
and when they are compelled to, 
do

ail We have known of a case which oc­ 
curred here recently, when a Corporal of 
a company,while on drill, asked permission 
of his Captain to be excused, and when 
refused for good reasons, slipped out of the 
ranks the first moment the Captain's back 
was turned upon him. Another instance 
occurred in camp, where a Sergeant was re­ 
quested to act as one of a set of fours for 
drill purposes, the company being one man 
short. The Sergeant refused, although to 
our knowledge the same request was made 
of several Sergeants at times to do a like 
service in order to complete the fours, and 
it was done cheerfully. The result of the 
refusal, as above stated, was that the case 
was reported, and the Sergeant was reduced 
to the ranks in camp tor disobedience of 
orders. A demand has been made for a 
Court-martial in the case, or a Court of 
Inquiry. It being a new case, and the 
desire being to do no injustice to any man. 
and to do away with the trouble of calling 
a Court together if it can be avoided, the 
officer in command of tiie company wrote 
for advice in the case. The officers letter 
and the answer from a competent army 
officer is herewith annexed: 
.sacram ento. August 25, 1885. 
Major Gordon, r. 8. A., Pretidio—sir: Has a 
commissioned officer the i islit to request or or­ 
der a non-commissioned officer into the ranks 
while at a drill or parade .* My question is the 
result of tiie foliovingcircumstnuce: 
While preparing for dress parade one evening 
during the encampment at ¡santa Cruz, the First 
Lieutenant of our company, who was in com­ 
mand. asked our Quartermaster Sergeant to step 
into the ranks and complete a set ot fours. This 
the Sergeant, in the hearing of all present, flatly 
refused to do. The Lieutenant promptly placed 
the Sergeant under arrest, and after parade re­ 
ported the case to me. ! communicated with 
the Colonel, recommending that the sergeant 
be reduced to the ranks ffir refusing to obey his 
superior officer. The Colonel approved the rec­ 
ommendation, and the Sergeant s reduction to 
the ranks was read aloud in orders before the 
regiment at dress parade the following day. and 
he was then ordered to report as a private.’ The 
party in question now asks for a Court-martial, 
claiming that a Sergeant cannot, even tempo­ 
rarily. be ordered into the ranks, which can be 
tilled only by Corporals and private». He fur­ 
ther holds that ihe commissioned officer ex­ 
ceeded his authority in ordering a Sergeant 
into the ranks, and lliut as a Sergeant lie was 
justified in refusing to obey such order. 
Being in doubt on this point, and knowing 
that you are thoroughly imormed on all such 
questions, I would, before proceeding with the 
Court-martial, ask your opinion on this matter. 
If the Sergeant is correct, further proceedings 
will of course be unnecessary: he. in that ease, 
being entitled to restoration of rank. 
I trust you will pardon my troubliug you in 
this matter, hut the case is a new one to iis, aud 
one to which we attach much importance as a 
precedent. It is being watched with much in­ 
terest by all who are acquainted with the facts.

Respectfully returned to Captain II. Wein- 
stock, commanding Company h. First Artillery 
Regiment. In obedience loparagraph 11 of Codi­ 
fied Regulations of the Army, which requires all 
inferiors to obey strictly, aud to execute w ith 
alacrity aud good faith, the law ful orders of 
their -iiperiors appointed over tham, a com­ 
missioned officer " commanding” squad, com­ 
pany or battalion ha»a perfect right to give any 
orders he may deem necessary at drill, or place 
or replace any non-commissioned officers, or de­ 
fine the position of any memlier of the organiza­ 
tion while in command. Tiie order of a superior 
iu command must lie strictly uml unr^uivocaltp 
obeyed. It is not a question of the post or position 
of the officer or non-commissioned officer, ac­ 
cording to tactical instruction; it is*a question 
of disobedience ot orders, in violation of the 
quoted paragraph of the regulations; and your 
action iu the matter of the Quartermaster Ser­ 
geant is correct, and will be sustained by any 
military tribunal.

From the foregoing it will be seen tlia1 
unhesitating obedience to orders is one of 
the first requisites of a good soldier, if an 
injustice is done, tiie injured party can 
have his remedy afterwards, in the Na­ 
tional Guard particularly it is no disgrace 
for a man to drill in the ranks, it is an 
honor rather, for tiiere is many a man in 
the ranks who is the peer in every way of 
the officer in command, and frequently we 
haveseen officers drill in the ranks in order 
to set an example to their men. and for 
their own instruction also. If it was done 
oftener it would be productive of good, as 
will, we hope, the decision of Major Gor­ 
don in the case cited above. 
The Board of Officers meets Monday 
evening, and there will lie an examination 
of the Sergeants of Company G. Orders 
are being prepared lor the annual target 
practice, it should come oil' after the State 
Fair is over, so as not to interfere with busi­ 
ness. and also to secure a large attendance. 
The shooting-gallery in the armory should 
be pushed to completion at once, and strict 
rules established lor conducting it properly. 
The school of instruction for officers in the 
sword exercise should be started as soon as 
possible. It would be a pleasant part of an 
evening's entertainment to give an exhibi­ 
tion at the foils, at a bail or a drill, and we 
hope the officers will not let this fall 
through, particularly since it is something 
they should all be fairly versed in, and it 
will help to elevate the standard required 
for officers. It would be well if onr boys 
could read an account of the Illinois Na­ 
tional Guard encampment at Ottawa. The 
little troubles in Camp Stoneman were 
light as air in comparison, hut tiie reading 
will show that the cause of the trouble was 
the same there os here. 
There will be a shooting contest between 
four of the crack shots of Company G at 
the range to-morrow. It is reported tLat 
Captain Houghton, of the brigade staff, has 
resigned. We trust the sham battle lias 
not cooled the gallant Captain's military 
ardor.

The "Weather D aring August. 
Tiie comparison of the weather for the 
past nine years during the month of Au­ 
gust shows the past month to have been 
about normal in most of its meteorolog­ 
ical featuréS, i/;' greatest deviation being 
in the greater amount ot Find passing over 
this station than is usual for that month. 
During the last nine years there lias been 
but three years that tiie month of August 
registered .1.000 miles or more of wind. 
Those were 1881. 18»4 and 18.8,5. The 
August that gave the least monthly velocity 
of wind was in 1877, when only 3,984 miles 
were registered. The month of the same 
name giving the greatest total velocity was 
August, 1884—5,234 miies. Tiie mean aver­ 
age temperature was, for nine years during 
the month of August, 72.7°. The coolest 
August, judging by the mean temperature, 
was in 1881. when it was but 68.2°, the 
warmest being August. 1879, when it was 
74.9°. 
The past month gave the hottest temper­ 
ature that has ever been recorded in Sacra­ 
mento since the settlement of the country— 
1849. The highest before last month was 
103.5°; last month it reached 105°. Dur­ 
ing August, 1877. there was a liail-storm at 
4.50 p. m. (local time) on the 16th, lasting 
a few minutes. Accompanying the com­ 
parative table will be found a brief sum­ 
mary of the weather for August, 1885:

gency. The members of the department 
were all present, ami listened with close 
attention.

It lias been frequently remarked lately 
that if gambling was not permitted in the 
city during fair time, the gamblers would 
see to it that pool-selling was stopped at 
the race-track. On the other side it has 
been declared that the law could not be 
construed to prohibit pool-selling. Re­ 
cently a decision was given by the Supreme 
Court of Maryland, in which State the law 
is said to very closely resemble that of 
California, holding that pool-selling was 
not prohibited bv the statute.

Those feeling dispiosed 
to aid the family should make their contri­ 
butions direct, after satisfying themselves 
among the neighbors as to the needs of the 
case.

FORESTS OF THE SIERRAS. 


T h e ir C lim a tic In flu e n c e —"Extent o f D e ­ 
n u d a tio n an ti N a tu reV R e sto r a tio n . 
E d?. R ecord-U kiox : 
It i? a well-estab­ 
lished fact th at the destruction of forests 
produces a m arked change in the clim ate 
o f a country, and th at'th eir preservation is 
necessary for sanitary as well as econom i­ 
cal reasons. 
In countries w here the hills 
an d m ountains have been denuded of their 
forest grow ths, flowing springs have be­ 
com e dry, th e q u an tity of water in the 
m o u n tain stream s greatly dim inished, and 
th e average rainfall so decreased th at the 
su rro u n d in g country has been subjected to 
d roughts unkuo'.vn w hile the forests re­ 
m ained. 
T he cause of this change in clim ate is 
easily explained. T he forest grow th pro­ 
tects the ground from th e heat of th e sun, 
th e foliage furnishes an im m ense radiating 
surface to aid in reducing the tem pcra'nre 
and creating the proper conditions for the 
condensation of the aqueous vapors of the 
atm osphere and th e form ation of rain 
clouds. 
T hese conditions are m ade espec­ 
ially favorable by forest grow th in m oun­ 
tain regions and are the causes of the m ore 
ab u n d an t rainfall of those localities. 
In a clim ate like th at o f th e interior of 
C alifornia it is very im portant th a t all the 
conditions requisite to p r iduce th e m axi­ 
m um rainfall should be carefully g u ard ed ; 
and 
any action, w hich even rem otely, 
threatens to cause an unfavorable change 
in our clim ate, so m uch 
o be dreaded, 
should receive prom pt and intelligent con­ 
sideration, w ith a view of averting the d an­ 
ger. 
• T he subject is of sufficient im portance, 
however, to he rationally discussed, and in 
a m anner to create no unnecessary alarm . 
Som e pretended scientists have prophesied 
th a t disastrous tloods and unprecedented 
droughts w ould both result from th e labors 
o f the lum berm an and woodchopper of the 
h igher Sierra?, yet it is doubtful w hether 
these prophets have even a superficial 
know ledge of the retd condition of those 
regions. 
A lthough the assertion m ay ap­ 
pear an anom aly, yet there is reason to 
believe th at the woodcutters and lum ber­ 
m en of th e Sierras are the best guardians of 
th e forests of those regions, and are doing, 
m ost to perpetuate them an d m ake them 
im portant factors in regulating the clim ate 
o f this State. 
Some writers, who have expressed the 
greatest alarm because of th e alleged de­ 
struction of forest grow th in th e Sierras, 
seem to have crude and im perfect ideas 
concerning the forests of those regions. 
T he early im m igrants, w ho crossed the 
Sierras to reach this State, in their journey- 
ings through those m ountain regions en­ 
countered little underbrush to im pede their 
progress. 
W hile they saw m uch line tim ­ 
ber and m any large trees, the forests were 
less dense th an those of other States. 
It was also nottcable th at alm ost every 
tree show ed m arks of tire, thus enabling 
th e observer to account for th e com parative 
absence of young trees and underbrush. 
F o r m any years after the gold discovery, 
tires raged in the tim ber belt every season, 
often sw eeping over im m ense tracts and 
everyw here destroying the young trees. 
T hese tires were purposely set by the Indi­ 
ans, and no effort was m ade to prevent 
this waste and destruction until those re­ 
gions were settled by the w hites. 
The developm ent of the m ining interest 
and the settlem ent of the valleys creating 
a d e m a n d .fo r lum ber, th at industry was 
speedily inaugurated, and the fine trees of 
those m ountain regions were cut and con­ 
verted into m aterial to m eet the w ants of 
the new civilization. T he industry has now 
been prosecuted thirty-five years, aud in 
several of the m ining counties th e work 
has been done so thoroughly th at scarcely 
an original forest tree can be found fot 
m iles from the form er western lim it of the 
tim ber belt. 
L um bering was com m enced 
at an elevation of about two thousand feet. 
U is now prosecuted at elevations from four 
n» six thousand feet, je t the wide space 
from w hich the original tim ber has been 
taken to-day has m ore trees, and in m any 
places there are denser forests than were to 
he -een when these regions were first visit­ 
ed by A m ericans. 
No special effort has been m ade to per­ 
petuate this extensive and w onderful forest 
grow th, w hich can now be seen along the 
western lim its of the tim ber belt front Kern 
to Siskiyou counties, and it only proves the 
extraordinary fecundity o f natu re and h e r 
abilitj- to provide for the w ants o f m an 
w hen unim peded by destructive forces. The 
young trees of this extensive belt o f land 
already give as m uch protection to the 
ground, and in every respect are as capable 
o f perpetuating and preserving the necee- 
tary clim atic conditions, as w ere the orig­ 
inal forests. 
W hile a careful review of the situation 
seems id furnish no cause for apprehend- 
r.g th at the labors of th e lum berm an are 
likely to im m ediately bring upon the State 
th e disasters predicted, it does not prove 
th at sufficient attention is paid to the pre­ 
servation of our forests, or th at m uch m ore 
•ould not be done to preve n t th e w aste and 
destruction of valuable tim ber, and increase 
its grow th upon tracts o f land w hich the 
severity of forest fires has tem porarily con­ 
verted into barren wastes. 
Som e plan 
houhl be adopted to prevent the destruc­ 
tion o f the finest sugar-pine trees of the 
m ountain bj- those vandals, the shake- 
-makers. and cam ping parties, sheep herders 
an d prospectors, through whose heedless 
carelessness so m any fires have originated. 
Thej* should be taught, by the enforcem ent 
o f stringent laws upon th e subject, that 
w hoever damages or destroys th e valuable 
forest grow th of our m ountain ranges m ust 
be regarded as a crim inal and punished as 
such. 
T he Federal Governm ent, w hich is still 
th e ow ner of the largest tracts of tim ber 
lands, has been derelict in the enforcem ent 
>f th e laws for the protection of those for­ 
ests. and while attem pts have been m ade to 
collect petty fines from those who were 
m aking a legitim ate and necessary use 
of the 
forest 
trees, 
the 
w holly u n ­ 
necessary 
acts 
of 
those 
w ho 
have 
destroyed forests 
of 
far greater value 
have been 
overlooked. 
If the U nited 
States land laws give 110 authority to the 
officers of the various land districts to pre- ¡ 
vent the w anton destruction of valuable 1 
tim ber upon land ow ned by the Govern­ 
m ent, there is certainly a necessity for an 
am ended law that will give such authority. 
W hen those lands pass into the hands of 
private ow ners it is for their interest to pro­ 
tect and perpetuate the forest grow th, b it 
in m any localities th eir efforts are futile, 
because of th eir inability to contend with 
fires w hich have originated upon th e public 
land, and are allbwed to run their course 
•w ithout any attem pt being m ade to prevent 
th eir destructive ravages. 
T here is far more danger of th e destruc­ 
tion of our forests by fires, w antonly or 
carelessly set, than bj' the prosecution of 
th e legitim ate industry of converting the 
forest trees into lum ber and wood for the 
use of our people.

officer shall be restrained in the free and 
proper expression and m aintenance of his 
opinions respecting public m en aud public 
m easures, or in the exercise to th e fullest 
degree of th e constitutional rights of suf­ 
frage. 
B ut persons em ployed under the

practice of the < iovernm ent, aud to hold 
any degree of delinquency on the part of 
those intrusted w ith the public m oney just 
cause of im m ediate rem oval. 
H e deems 
the severe observance of this rule to be es­ 
sential to the public service, as every dollar 
lost to the treasury by unfaithfulness in 
office creates a necessity for a new charge 
upon the people.

A T y r o le se Ititle M ee tin g . 
T he great festival of the second m eeting 
of the A ustrian Rifle Association took place 
yesterday at Innsbruck. T he Em peror, who 
arrived on Saturday from Gastein, held a 
review of the garrison; and a great recep­ 
tion of the Tyrolese authorities and no­ 
bles. 
Innsbruck is verj- em barrassed by 
the large num ber of guests, w ho excel the 
total population. 
The n ruber of the for­ 
m er is estim ated at m ore th an 2,000, of 
w hich Sw itzerland alone bus sent more 
than 500 riflem en by express train through 
the Arlberg. 
On Saturday, in all three d i­ 
rections, long Irains of th irty carriages aud 
m ore brought a thousand fresli guests from 
all parts o f A ustria, H ungary and G er­ 
m any. 
Never before have so m any T yro­ 
lese riflem en been gathered together in one 
place. 
Very striking they looked in their 
medie val picturesoue dress. 
Tall, strong 
m en, w ith their rifles on their shoulders, 
they cante on in m ilitary order, w ith their 
hands plaj-ing. and the flags waving w hich 
liad often guided them to th e battlefield 
for their country—a great people in arm s. 
T here is am ong the Tyrolese a m uch 
greater variety o f costum es than is gener­ 
ally know n, and m ost are extrem ely pictu­ 
resque. 
One 
m ountaineer wore w hite 
stockings, black leather breeches, and the 
girdle o f olden times. 
T he jacket, w aist­ 
coat and hat vary in color w ith the differ­ 
ent valleys. 
Some m en wore black jackets 
w ith red waistcoats and silver buttons, and 
black hats w ith w hite cocks’ feathers. 
O thers were in scarlet and crim son jackets, 
w ith green under-vests and im m ense yel­ 
low hats w ith green bands and feathers. 
T he procession to the shooting ground was 
a great success. 
T he procession lasted 
nearly two hours. 
Show ers of 
flowers 
overw helm ed the Swiss and G erm an guests. 
T he Tyrolese, who exceeded all the others 
in num ber, the whole body of riflem en be­ 
ing estim ated at m ore than 12,000. were, 
how ever, the heroes o f the day. 
T he va­ 
riety of colors [was very striking. 
A re­ 
m arkable feature of the procession was the 
triu m p h al car containing the silver shield 
w hich the Tyrol received from the A us­ 
trian arm y a t th e five hundredth anniver­ 
sary of its union w ith A ustria under the 
house of H apsburg. Tw o tall w arriors and 
a protecting nym ph of beauty guarded the 
shield. 
In th e procession there were no 
fewer th an eighty-four bands of m usic.

It will be

of England are lucky in having so good 
a sovereign as their present o n e ; and in ­ 
dulge in the hope so com ically expressed 
by th at w ittiest of all A m ericans, A rtem as 
W ard, who, on being introduced to the 
Prince of W ales, hoped th a t he would “ try 
to be, w hen he became king, as good a m an 
as his m other was.” 
T his “ closeness" of 
the Queen gives rise to m any “ tw its’’ in 
the new spapers, w hich m ust he anything 
but pleasant to her Royal H ighness as, for 
instance, the follow ing : 
" At the m arriage 
of the Princess Beatrice, Q ueen Victoria 
w ill give aw ay the bride. T his w ill be 
V ictoria’s m ost conspicuous act of charity 
since she sent a copj’ of h er book 011 to 
the Scotch H ighlands to a w om an whose 
husband had been sm ashed to death in a 
G overnm ent foundry.”—[The New Moon.

U rea ld en t H a r r iso n ’* V ie w s a* E x p r essed 
b y D a u ie l W e b ste r . 
In looking over the old records of the 
Custom -house a few days ago, says the Sa­ 
vannah iG a.i Sun. D eputy Collector P orter 
cam e across an old yellow paper dated 
M arch 20, 1841. 
G lancing over it he found 
it to he a circular issued by Secretarj- of 
State Dhniel W ebster, a few lays after "the 
inauguration of W illiam H enry H arrison. 
It contained the views of the new Presi­ 
d ent on civil service, and is an interesting 
docum ent. 
There is a striking sim ilarity 
betw een the views of the then President 
an d President Cleveland on the use of Gov­ 
ernm ent patronage for party purposes. As­ 
sessm ents for cam paign purposes were evi­ 
d en tly levied upon officials by form er A d­ 
m inistrations. 
A copy of "the circular, 
w hich was sent to Collector Jam es H unter, 
■of this port, read s: 
D epartment of State. M arch 20,1841. 
To the Hon. Thomas Ewing, Secretary o f the 
Treasury—Sir: T he President is of opinion 
th at it is a great abuse to bring the p atro n ­ 
age of the General G overnm ent into con­ 
flict w ith the freedom of elections, and th at 
th is abuse ought to be corrected w herever 
it m ay have been perm itted to exist, and 
to be prevented for the future. 
H e there­ 
fore directs th at inform ation be given to all 
officers and agents in your departm ent of 
th e public service that partisan interference 
in popular elections, w hether of State offi­ 
cers or of officers of this G overnm ent, and 
for w hom soever or against whom soever iti 
m ay be exercised, or of the paym ent of any 
contribution or assessm ent, or salaries, or 
official com pensation, for party or election 
purposes will be regarded by him as cause 
of rem oval. 
It is n ot intended th a t any

So it is easy to see w here 
the w ork of the proof-reader comes in. 
In every respectable printing office there 
is at least one proof-reader; an d in the 
large ones, and those of the daily papers, 
there are several. 
A proof-reader m ust 
not only be a very careful m an. but he 
m ust be a m an of large general inform a­ 
tion, and of close acquaintance w ith the 
English language and other languages, too. 
In the issue of the revised version of the 
Old Testam ent, w hich has recently been 
published, the w ork was subm itted to the 
careful inspection of tw enty-seven proof­ 
readers, one after another, each reading the 
whole, from the first of Genesis to th e last 
of M alachi. 


FROM GREENWOOD TO TAHOE. 


A P iea M ire T iip T h r o u g h th e M o u n ta in s, 
a n d tV h a t W a s to b e S een . 
Ens. R eto r d-U k io n : There are m any 
people w ho are not aw are o f the beautiful 
and sublim e scenery of Lake Tahoe and its 
surroundings, situated as it is upon the 
sum m it of th e S u rra Nevada m ountains at 
an altitude of about 7,000 feet. Y our corre­ 
spondent, in com pany w ith others, left the 
cosy-like and business village of G reen­ 
wood A ugust 15th, at 11 a. m., and arrived 
a t Georgetown at 1 p . m. Georgetown is the 
term inus of the U nited States m ail route 
from A uburn, via Greenwood, going east 
upon th e no rth divide of E l D orado coun­ 
ty, although the country front Georgetown 
to Lake Tahoe, a distance of about seventy 
miles, during the sum m er m onths is pretty 
thickly settled by lum ber, shake,sheep and 
cattle m en, besides m any others w ho go 
there for th e pleasure of fishing and h u n t­ 
ing and visiting the different health-restor­ 
ing m ineral springs. 
I here being no m ail route going east 
from Georgetown, th e gentlem anly assist­ 
an t Postm aster there placed in our charge 
all the letters and papers addressed to p ar­ 
ties along the line of route w hich we were 
about to travel. 
A t every place w hich led 
to a cam p or dairy range oft trom the m ain 
road we found boxes nailed upon trees to 
receive the m ail m atter. 
Of course the 
nam e of the cam p or the dairy was printed 
upon said tuatl-boxes. —T he boxes had 
neither lock nor key. yet all go well, for if 
any person was found taking m ail m atter 
not belonging to him . lie would he sum ­ 
m arily punished. 
After a few pleasant hours in George­ 
town we started eastw ard, arriving that 
evening a t th e Twelve-M ile H ouse, east of 
Georgetown, J. J. Q uinn, proprietor. 
T hat 
place an d 
the 
surrounding vicinity is 
thickly studded w ith m agnificent sugar- 
pine trees, ranging from .8 to 14 feet in 
diam eter. 
T here the Barklagc Bros, (m er­ 
chants at Georgia Slide) have a large force 
of m en getting out hew ed tim bers, prepar­ 
ing to build a steam -pow er saw m ill, which 
will, w ithout doubt, prove a profitable in ­ 
vestm ent. 
E ight m iles further eastw ard 
we come to th e dairy range of Mr. Forney, 
upon Pilot creek. 
Mr. F orney’s residence 
is neat and hom e-like, and m any stop there 
for refreshm ent and rest. 
Crossing Pilot creek we took the road 
leading through w hat is called the desert. 
I th in k the place is m isnam ed, tor all 
through the distance of about five m iles 
there are som e pine tree.-, and th e land is 
covered com pactly w ith w ild cherry and 
wild plum hushes, the fruit of w hich looks 
inviting to the e y e . hut is bitter to the 
taste. 
A t the eastern term inus of th e des­ 
ert is the Eleven Pine H otel, ow ned by 
Richard H artless, of Garden Valley, 
sp ir­ 
itu al refreshm ents, feed and grain are a l­ 
ways on hand for such as need. A bout 
three m iles further eastw ard we come to 
" Uncle 
Tom ’s ” hotel, well 
kept by a 
Sw iss-Italian. Judging by the p rin t upon 
the sign hoard the painter m ust have been 
a college student w ith the renow ned Arte- 
m ua W ard or Josh Billings. 
Leaving Uncle T om ’s, then in the true 
sense of the words “ onw ard and upw ard” 
the traveler goes until arriving at the re­ 
now ned W entw orth H otel, w here arefound 
the m ineral and health-restorftig springs, 
forty m iles east of Georgetown. 
T here we 
had the pleasure of m eeting acquaintances 
from San Francisco and the Sacram ento 
valley. Som e board at the hotel, w hile 
m any have tents, wagons and carriages, 
and cam p in the m eadow. T he scenery 
was beautiful. One would th in k he was in 
the m idst o f a m ilitary cam p, m usic and 
singing resounding from all sides. 
Leav­ 
ing W entw orth’s, we soon arrived at L0011 
Lake. 
T here we had th e pleasure of view­ 
ing and inspecting the grandest piece of 
granite stone m asonry ever undertaken in 
th e State of California, and w hen completed 
it m ight he said, w ithout fear o f contradic­ 
tion. in any place in the U nited States. The 
credit of this w ork is due to H on. T hom as 
Findley, M anager of th e California W ater 
an d M ining Company. 
Leaving Loon Lake upon horseback, we 
soon arrived at H ornsucker Soda Springs, 
on the R ubicon river. 
The hotel is kept 
by F ran k Forbes and his esteemed wile, 
w ho are ever kind to guests. 
Leaving the 
Rubicon, after traveling fifteen miles, we 
arrived at Lake Tahoe, the w onder of w on­ 
ders. 
T alk o f the Lakes o f K illarnev in 
Ireland, or of the su nny skj’ of Italy. 
W hy, they are 110 com parison to Lake T a­ 
hoe and its surrounding scenerj’, situated 
as it is at about 7,000 feet altitude, and 
covered 
with a sunny blue 
sky, 
the 
grandest in the know n world. W hile there 
we put up at the G rand Central H otel, A. 
J. Bailey, proprietor, and who is th e prince 
of hotef-keepers. T he G rand Central H otel 
is at present filled w ith m any of the elite 
of Europe and the Eastern States. 
The 
steam er T odd Goodwin starts every m orn­ 
ing a t 0:30 from the w harf in front of the 
G rand Central H otel, to deliver m ails and 
passengers a t the several places o f pleasure 
resort around the lake, and again at 8 p. m . 
it starts from the sam e place 011 m oonlight 
excursions. 
T here is no place upon earth 
w here such pleasure and beautiful scenerA 
can be found. 
On the road ru n n in g southerly from the 
hotel to M cK inney’s landing is noticed the 
residence of Mrs. Crocker, of Sacram ento, 
consisting of a handsom e dw elling, stable, 
carriage and boat-houses, together w ith a 
substantial wharf, built out into deep w ater 
for th e steam ers to land there. 
H er place 
there is not now occupied, but is neatly 
kept. 
A few rods further south is the 
beautiful and liom e-like sum m er residence 
of Mr. Lubeck, a m erchant at A uburn. 
T here m eeting Mr. Lubeck and Mr. H ol­ 
lenbeck and wife, our partj-, upon invita­ 
tion. visited his residence, and found a 
handsom e parlor and four large bed-rooms, 
furnished in elegant style, w ith kitchen, 
stores, etc., provided for sum ptuary living. 
T he residence is situated on th e hank of 
Blackw ood river, w hich forms an inland 
bay for his W hitehall boat. 
Mr. Lubeck 
has also b uilt a substantial w harf for 
steam ers to land at his place. 
H e keeps 
his team and carriage there also during his 
staj' at the lake. 
T he n ex t residence south of Mr. I.u- 
beck’s belongs to Tom M cConnell, oí Sac­ 
ram ento county, hut is not now occupied. 
T here are m any other pleasant places of 
resort about the lake w hich cannot fail to 
attract the attention and adm iration of the 
visitor.

T e m p e r a n c e in t h e S o u th . 
T his is a tem perance era, and there is a 
perceptible decrease, in liquor d rinking all 
over the country, w ith the exception, pos­ 
sibly, of Iowa and K ansas, 
In som e of the 
S outhern States the grow th of anti-liquor 
feeling is phenom enal. T w o-thirds o f the 
counties in Georgia, and a great m any of 
them in South Carolina, are under the rule 
of local prohibition, the people having do 
cided Hv local option that liquor shall not 
i lie sold in th eir m idst. 
W here the popular 
feeling is strong and em phatic against 
saloons there is little or no trouble in 
enforcing 
prohibition, 
and, strange 
to 
say, this is the case in Georgia, South 
Carolina and parts of Tennessee, K en­ 
tucky and M issouri; and it is 110 sm all 
credit to the law -abiding spirit in these 
States th at local prohibition is quietlj' 
subm itted to, w hile in Iowa th e State 
prohibitory law is violently defied: 
in 
Kansas it is habitually evaded; in Ohio 
every restriction on saloon-keeping pro­ 
vokes a tem pest of political excitem ent, 
and ih M aine prohibition is said to be re­ 
sulting in a constant increase of d runken­ 
ness. 
Two years ago a high-license law 
was enacted in M issouri, w hich cut down 
the num ber of saloons in the State one- 
third, and three weeks ago a vigorous

In addition to being absolutely 
tight and sm ooth and m uch cheaper than 
iron, these pipes are o f great strength, for 
w hen the sides are scarcely three-nfihs of 
an inch thick they will stand a pressure of 
m ore than fifteen atm ospheres.

under ground they will not be broken by 
settlem ent, nor w hen violently shaken or 
jarred. 
T he m aterial being a had conduc­ 
tor of heat, the pipes do no t readily freeze. 
Paper slippers arc the 
latest 
form in 
w hich paper is introduced. W . Litchfield, of 
new Broad street, London, has patented a 
system of m anufacturing slippers, sandals 
and other coverings tor the feet out o f pa­ 
per. 
In carrying out this invention, paper, 
paper pulp, or papier-mache, is employed 
for the upper, w hich is m olded to the de­ 
sired form and size, and a sole is provided 
m ade of p ap ero r paste-board. leathcr-board 
or other suitable paper m aterial, w hich is 
united to the upper bj’ m eans of cem ent, 
glue, or other adhesive m aterial. T h eu p p cr 
is preferably creased,embossed or perforated 
at the instep and sides, or other parts 
thereof, so as to prevent the breaking or 
tearing o f the sam e while in use.

sole m ay be m ade w ith or w ithout a heel, 
and, if so desired, the slipper, or other foot 
covering m ay be provided w ith an internal 
lining of any suitable m aterial. 


EMANCIPATION PROCLAMATION. 


M r. L am on '* A c c o u n t o f th e F ir st D ra ft 
o f th e G reat P a p e r . 
J. \V. Schuckers o f P hiladelphia writes 
to the Press of th at city as follow s: 
Mr. W ard Lam on, in th e S u n d a y Press of 
Ju ly 26th last, in his rem iniscences of Mr. 
Lincoln, m ade a statem ent w hich ought to 
be corrected. 
Mr. Lam on alleges th at w hen Mr. L in­ 
coln subm itted his Proclam ation of E m an­ 
cipation to his Cabinet (rather to the heads 
of the executive departm ents in conclave, 
for, strictly speaking, Mr. Lincoln had 110 
cabinet), its concluding sentence read thus: 
“ A nd upon this act, sincerely believed to 
be an act of justice w arranted by the Con­ 
stitution upon m ilitary necessity, I invoke 
th e considerate judgm ent of m ankind." 
According to Mr. I.am on's statem ent Sec­ 
retary Chase, feeling th at som e recognition 
of th e hand of God in the great business 
was proper, suggested the addition of the 
seven words, “and th e gracious favor of A l­ 
m ighty God,” a suggestion for w hich, savs 
Mr. 
Lam on, 
the 
President 
“ hum bly 
thanked" Mr. Chase, and then adopted— 
so that the sentence read th u s : “ A nd upon 
this act, sincerely believed to be an act of 
justice w arranted by the C onstitution upon 
m ilitary necessity, I invoke th e considerate 
judgm ent of m ankind and the gracious 
favor o f A lm ighty God.” 
Now, as a m atter of fact, Mr. Lincoln’s 
original draft of the Em ancipation Procla­ 
m ation contained no invocation either of 
the considerate judgm ent of m ankind or of 
th e gracious favor of A lm ighty God. 
T he 
historic tru th is th is : 
A day or two before issuing th e procla­ 
mation" Mr. Lincoln read it to Mr. Chase. 
It contained som e reservations w hich Mr. 
Chase thought ought not to be m ade, and 
concerning these he m ade som e verbal rep­ 
resentations, w hich Lincoln asked him to 
put in w riting. 
Mr. Chase did so in a com­ 
m unication dated the 31st o f December, 
1862, the final paragraph of w hich was in 
these w o rd s: *' Finally, I respectfully sug­ 
gest th a t on an occasion of such interest 
there can be no ju st im putation o f affecta­ 
tion ugainst a solem n recognition of re­ 
sponsibility before m en and befeic God, 
and that som e such close as follows w ill be 
proper : ‘ And upon this act, sincerely be­

Y our correspond­ 
ent left Sacram ento one week ago, aud is 
now visiting in this w onderful State of 
N ebraska. 
Indeed it is w o n d erfu l! 
Take, 
for instance, A dam s county, and consider 
its unparalleled grow th. . Seven years ago 
H astings, the countj- seat, contained about 
one dozen houses, and farm lands adjoin­ 
ing sold at from three dollars to five dollars 
per acre. 
Now it is a fine city o f 8,000 in ­ 
habitants, and farm lands anyw here w ith­ 
in a dozen m iles bring forty and fifty dol­ 
lars per acre. 
Tw enty j-t-ars ago the w riter passed 
though this country, and w ould not have 
accepted ten thousand acres of th e finest 
land as a gift. T he buffalo, the prairie-dog, 
the antelope, th e w ild Indian, held posses­ 
sion. 
But these have all passed aw ay, and 
in th e ir stead we see luxurious hom es and 
every indication of w ealth anil happiness. 
Everyw here you look tens of thousands of 
acres are seen of grow ing corn, w ith long 
and beautiful ears alm ost m atured. 
The 
crop of A dam s county alone w ill certainly 
am ount to a m illion bushels. 
< orn was so 
plentiful here last year that is brought but 
nine cents a bushel, and the yield prom ises 
to he even greater this year. 
B ut forty m iles awav isold Fort K earney, 
w here hut a few short years ago we did 
cam p duty, ate our iiard taek and “ sow­ 
belly,” guarded Ben H olliday’s great stage 
line, shot buffalo and wolves, and had tin 
occasional short fight w ith the Indian?, 
i; 
has passed like m agic. 
It is all gone. T he 
great hand of progress lias painted a new 
picture—a picture o f rich fields and happy 
hom es. 
B ut a short distance farther west is old 
F ort Julesburg. 
Tw enty-one years ago we 
were cam ped there, w hile 5,000 Indians 
were roam ing up and dow n the valley, 
seeking our scalps. 
How they used to out­ 
wit us! 
I rem em ber one bright m orning 
w hen we were strolling about cam p in an 
active, listless m anner, th in k in g the Chey­ 
ennes were hundreds of m iles away, th at 
th e stage station hut two m iles below the 
fort was discovered in flames. 
A dozen 
w arriors were seen skulking around in High 
glee, and these thirty-live o f tiie eighty 
m en in the fort were selected to follow anil 
punish. 
T he soldiers galloped oil cheer­ 
fully. follow ing tiie Indians up a deep can­ 
yon into an awful trap. 
In a m om ent they 
were surrounded by 5,000 warriors, and but 
tw elve o f th e brave m en retu rn ed to tell 
the 
story, and 
nearly all 
these were 
w ounded. Tw enty-three of our brave bovs, 
am ong w hom was m y friend H all, were 
horribly m utilated—w ith scalps and hearts 
carried aw ay as trophies to grace the war 
dance. 
T hen I rem em ber that these sam e Chey­ 
ennes, fully 6.000 strong, when the w inter 
season set in, w ent into F o rt Laram ie and 
surrendered to the G overnm ent. 
E very­ 
body was in ecstasies, and the Indians were 
very m uch satisfied. T hey finally m ade a 
proposition to go out and fight the Sioux 
and the Com anches—tw o very troublesom e 
tribes o f Indians—and 
th e officials in 
charge accepted the proposition. T he next 
day 5,000 Cheyenne w arriors appeared, in 
blue pants and arm y jackets, and later on 
they were given good arm s and good horses. 
In ihe spring of th e year, in com pany w ith 
Com pany D, Seventh Iow a Cavalry V olun­ 
teers, and under tlio direction of capable 
w hite officers, thej’ started ou t to fight the 
Sioux. 
W hen far enough aw ay from the 
fort, they seized a favorable opportunity to 
butcher their officers, k ill and w ound t Ho 
company* of soldiers, seize the am m unition 
and provision train, and sexik their favorite 
haunts in th e great w ilds of the country. 
T hey th u s no t only cot fed during a long. 
Hard w inter, but pot, each one, a good 
horse, plenty o f clothing, a good gun and 
revolver for each, an d large supplies of 
forage and am m unition. 
It was a w onder­ 
ful piece of strategy- 
-But all these are of th e past. Julesburg 
and Larauiie arc now rich pasture lands, 
enriching and m aking glad the hearts of 
the m ore than prosperous ranchers. 
N ebraska is a great State. B orn h ut yes­ 
terday, it has a population of hut a few 
thousand sh o rt ot one m illio n . Its farm ­ 
ers are either rich or prosperous and happy. 
It has universities, colleges, academ ies and 
high schools th at com pare favorably w ith 
like institutions in any o f the older States. 
Besides these, it has a com m on school sys­ 
tem excelled by none. 
Y our correspond­ 
ent had the pleasure of delivering three 
lectures before an association of teachers 
one hundred an d ten strong. T hey were 
as handsom e and a? intelligent as any like 
body in all the w orld. 
Q uestions o f sci- 
ienee, of jurisprudence, of civil govern­ 
m ent, and of things pertaining to the every 
day life in a school room were discussed 
w ith an intelligence and an earnestness 
pleasant to behold. 
H astings is destined to become a large 
citj’. 
It already supports five newspapers, 
one of which is a very readable daily ; and 
the noise of h am m er and saw can hourly 
be heard in the erection of beautiful and 
substantial business houses and places of 
residence.

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D escription or H er 
E xhibition a t the 
L ouisville Exposition. 
The Louisville Post gives the following 
notice of the California exhibit at the 
Louisville Exposition, and which will be 
o f interest to our readers : 
The exhibit of the productions of < "ali- 
fornia. made by the Southern Pacific 1 "uiu- 
pany, and under charge of C. I!. Turrill. is 
acknowledged to be the finest and most in­ 
teresting of the kind that has ever been 
made at our exposition. Railroad displays, 
as such, are the features of great exhibi­ 
tions; but such a display as the one in 
question is much more than an ordinary 
railroad affair. It is in itself a complete 
exposition, showing, as it does, the various 
industrial resources of a great State, about 
which so much has l>een written, and re­ 
garding which so little is actually known 
by the great mass of the American people. 
The manager of the display has wisely 
arranged the products by counties, as far as 
possible, and has grouped these county ex­ 
hibits in the general geographical order of 
the arrangement oí the counties in the 
State. 
The space of 10,000 square feet 
faces one of the broad main aisles. Start­ 
ing at one end the visitor is in front of 
the exhibit of the production of Sonoma 
county. 
It is a surprise to see so large an exhibit 
for one county. The major part of the 
Sonoma county exhibit was gathered by 
the Pomona Grange, of the county. There 
are several hundred bottles of samples of 
all varieties of grain, also of beans of liu 
luerous sorts, garden seeds, seeds of native 
trees, also fruits preserve! for market 
brick, tile, woods, etc. But one of tlie 
most interesting features of tiiis part of the 
exhibit is the grain and grasses in bundles. 
There are a large num ber of the native 
graSCs, and the samples of woo! point to 
the uses to which they are put. Tlie wheat 
is remarkable. The hea ls are five and six 
inches long and very heavy. But another 
astonishing thing is the length of the 
straw, which in many cases is five and six 
feet. Tlie berry of the wheat is large and 
plump. 
A number of trees, eight and ten feet high, 
with an abundant growth of branches, 
show how much fruit trees grow in one 
season from the hud in this county. There 
is a fine assortment of fruit preserved in 
cans and glass. A tower of wine is a 
striking feature of tiie display. The beau­ 
tiful pampas plume, the product of a grass 
native on the pampas of South America, is 
used here, as throughout the display, for 
decoration. The long, feathery heads of 
this grass are exceedingly beautiful, and, 
as it has been dyed in numerous delicate 
colors, tlie blending of these is verv pleas­ 
ing. 
_ Adjoining this display is the large ami 
interesting exhibit of wines from Napa 
county, completely' tilling one large table, 
and showing a great variety. Napa is one 
of the leading wine counties of California, 
and this display does her the greatest 
honor. 
An octagon, completely covered with 
grain in bundles, artistically arranged, is 
devoted to tlie productions of the cele­ 
brated Rancho Chico, the property of Hon. 
John Bidwell. 
General Bidwell was a 
pioneer of the pioneers, and was a member 
«if the first Legislature of California and 
took an active part in the formation of the 
first Constitution and in the work of start­ 
ing aright the young State on her won­ 
drous voy'age. For many years General 
Bidwell has devoted his entire energies to 
the development of liis princely property’. 
How well lie has succeeded in tlie work is 
shown by tlie interesting collection from 
this place. There are about forty varieties 
of wheat, a num ber of barley," oats and 
rye. The sample of rye in the sheaf is a 
marvel, being nearly eight feet. All these 
grains are also shown in glass jars. Be­ 
sides these there is a fine exhibit of fruit 
preserved in glass and tin at the Chico ta n ­ 
nery. the property of General Bidwell, and 
erected on his place for the purpose of 
working up his enormous fruit crop. There 
is a large ease containing dried fruits, nuts 
and raisins. Here are our Eastern, Spanish 
and Italian chestnuts. Besides, there are 
samples of ramie, sorghum of several vari­ 
eties, broom corn, corn, fruit trees and a 
number of other interesting tilings. While 
this is a display of the productions of a sin­ 
gle farm, it is an exhibition of the resources 
of tlie county of Butte, in which the ranch 
is situated. 
Next comes a table covered with the pro­ 
ductions of ¡solano county. On one side 
are jars containing ninety-six varieties of 
. almonds, raised by A. X. Hatch, of Suisun. 
Mr. Hatch has one of the " crack” farms 
of tlie State. On the other side of the table 
is a miscellaneous display of varied pro­ 
ducts, nuts, raisins, fruits, olives, etc. So­ 
lano is another hay county, and the sight 
of its fruits makes one long for its valleys. 
A number of jars of apricots attract a great 
deal of attention. Next comes an octagon, 
on which is one of the most interesting 
features of the display. This is the exhibit 
from the Agricultural Department of the 
State University, situated at Berkeley. Ala­ 
meda county. There arc- over one hundred 
and forty varieties of grains, principally 
wheat, shown both in 
the sfalk anil 
thrashed, fin bottles. These grains were 
imported from Europe, and their adapta­ 
bility to the soil ami climate of California 
is being tested. Beside the grains there is 
a large collection of fiber-producing plants, 
and also the foliage of different varieties of 
the noted Eucalyptus family, the forest, 
trees of Australia, which have been exten­ 
sively introduced into California. A sample 
of the bark of the black wattle, a verv val­ 
uable tree, is also shown. 
A num ber of tilings from Alameda 
county are very interesting. Here, again, 
are seen fine grain, beautiful fruit preserved 
in solution, as well as a num ber of boxes 
of handsome dried fruit. 
Here is also some magnificent fruit from 
Lake county. This is a mountain county 
of the coast range, and has long been notcu 
Tor its fine mineral springs, whose health- 
giving waters have made the name of Lake 
known far and wide. Occupying a table by 
themselves, although a part of the Sacra­ 
mento county exhibit is a large collection 
of garden seeds, exhibited by \V. It. Strong 
<t Co. California sends tons of these East 
every year. The climate of the State is 
particularly adapted to the growing of gar- 
tlcn seeds. Beside these there is an inter­ 
esting num ber of the seeds of the forest 
trees of California. These trees are being 
cultivated in all parts of the world, and 
their great variety and beauty make them 
great acquisitions. 
Sacramento county makes a large ex­ 
hibit. The grapes preserved in solution 
astonish us by their size and the largeness 
of the branches. Numbers of bottles of 
grain cannot be overlooked. Raisins come 
in for a share of notice. On this table are 
samples of licorice root raised at Florin, near 
Sacramento. This is a young industry, 
but there is a good prospect that it will not 
he a great while before California will be 
supplying the United States with licorice 
root. 
Four bales of splendid hops, tlie 
yield of which averages a ton per acre, pro­ 
claim the value of this interest. There are 
a large number of photographs of Sacra­ 
m ento city, among which aré views of the 
State Capitol, railroad shops, railroad hos­ 
pital, general views of tlie city, etc. 
On tlie next table are the productions 
from San Joaquin county. Here are wines 
and brandies produced by George West, of 
Stockton. 
Also a large assortment of 
grains from all portions of the county. 
These are both in bundles and jars. From 
a careful inspection of them it seems that 
there is little, if any, «lilFerence in the ex­ 
cellence of this product in various sections 
of the State. An interesting feature on this 
table is a large display of tlie famous 
huhaeb or insect powder. This powder is 
made from the fiowers of the Pyretlirmm 
cinerafoliuiii. The proprietors have a large 
plantation of this plant, and the yield for 
the last year was worth $20,000. 
A nother interesting part of th e San Joa­ 
q uin display is a m odel o f » combined h a r­ 
vester. 
T his is Y oung’s patent, and with 
the m achine, four m en and tw enty m ules, 
w ith a m achine having a sixteen feet cu t­ 
ting bar, will cut, thrash and sack the grain 
from forty acres in a day. 
T he cutting 
bars of these m achines aré m ade in some 
cases tw enty feet long. 
Im agine how one 
o f these m achines w ill cut its way through 
a grain field. 
W hat an exam ple of m e­ 
chanical progress when com pared to the 
old scythe. 
M any are surnrised th at such 
a m achine can be used at all. 
B ut when it 
is rem em bered th at th e wheat is ready for 
th rash in g as it stands in the field, there 
wifi he no fu rth er surprise. 
T he experi­ 
m ent has been tried of cutting, thrashing 
an d grinding the w heat and m aking biscuit 
from it. 
Each process follow ing the other 
a n d the biscuits being ready for ihe table 


w ithin a few m om ents after th e golden 
harvest was w aving in the autum n breeze.

General Francis A. W alker. 
It has already been stated th at General 
Francis A. W alker, President ol th e In sti­ 
tute of Technology at Boston, is now upon 
this coast, at th e invitation of Senator 
Stanford, for th e purpose of conference as 
to the best m ethod of carrying out the 
plans for a State institution of learning, 
w hich th e Senator, soon after his return 
from Europe last w inter, decided to estab­ 
lish. 
G eneral W alker is one of the very fore­ 
m ost educational m en in the U nited "States. 
H e is a son o f A m asa W alker, the noted 
w riter and statistician of M assachusetts. 
H e was educated at Yale College, an d soon 
after graduation accepted a position upon 
th e Springfield Republican, w here he was a 
co-worker w ith Sam Bowles and Jo h n G. 
H olland. 
H e was pronounced by Mr. 
Bowles to he one of the ablest and m ost 
versatile w riters th at he knew . 
H e left 
the Kepiuhlican at the breaking out of the 
rebellion,and. enlisting asa private soldier, 
won his way to the ran k of Lientenaut- 
Colonel. and received] the brevetship of 
Brigadier-G eneral, together w ith highest 
for bravery and efficiency upon 
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w i t h a S u g g e s tio n . 
E ds. R ecobd-U niox ; 
The public have 
recently been regaled by a characteristic 
letter from Controller D unn, in w hich he 
m akes a belabored eftort to justify his ac­ 
tion in refusing to cover into the treasury 
th e am ount paid by the railroad com pany 
on account of taxes. 
As m ight be expected 
he posesas an earnest, conscientious official, 
anim ated in his action solely by principle, 
and anxious oply to conserve th e public 
interests, yet betrays either his ignorance 
or insincerity by th e lin e of argum ent he 
adopts. 
Studiously ignoring the question 
at issue, he labors to fire the popular m ind 
by m ethods peculiar to th e sa"nd-lot. 
Hear him : ‘ I have before me certificates 
of redemption of real estate sold to the 
State for non-payment of taxes. These few 
are as follows : Land in Alameda county— 
original tax, (16 cents ; cost of redemption, 
$3 73? Los Angeles county-—original tax, 
$3 S8; cost of redemption. '$16 52. Shasta 
county—tax. $7-1 ti">: redemption, $107 37— 
| etc., etc. Through forgetfulness or misfor- 
; tune these taxpayers became delinquent; 
j their land was sold, and, when wishing to 
¡ redeem, were met by this enormous in­ 
! crease in costs, penalties and 
interest. 
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in which his father was distinguished, led 
to his being selected to superintend the 
taking of the United States census of 1370. 
in this position he entirely reorganized the 
Census Bureau, broadened its field and 
made the report of the census taken that 
year the wotjder of the statisticians of E u­ 
rope and the most complete of any in the 
world. Its tables, maps, charts,’ etc., are 
perfect storehouses of information con­ 
cerning population, wealth, productions, 
manufactures, trade and commerce. 
A t the conclusion of this work, he was 
selected by General Grant, then President, 
to take charge of the Bureau of Indian Af­ 
fairs, which 
he 
also reorganized and 
cleansed. 
H e remained in this position 
until preparations were being made for 
taking the census of lvSO, when he was 
again selected to superintend the work of 
that Bureau, which he had so admirably 
conducted ten years previous. He directed 
tlie entire work of collecting and publish­ 
ing the data of this census also. H ad Gen­ 
eral W alker done nothing else during his 
lifetime, the reports of the ninth and tenth 
censuses would be most complete ami en­ 
during monuments to His capacity and 
successful ability. 
He left the service of the Government 
soon after, to accept the professorship of 
political economy and social science in 
Yale College. Having filled this chair one 
or two years with equally marked ability 
in the new field, lie was eleetetl President 
of the Boston (Mass.) School of Technology. 
Since occupying this position he has ac­ 
quired to this scientific institution a repu­ 
tation second to none in this country’ or in 
Eurdpe. 
General Walker is still in the very prime 
of life, and as a writer and educator is the 
peer of any to be found. It was, of course, 
from a knowledge of such ability and 
successful experiences that lie was invited 
to confer concerning tin great institution 
of learning which is to be added to Califor­ 
nia s educational trium phs, and which 
Senator Stanford intends to leave as the 
great work of his life, and as his deepest 
and most enduring footprint upon the 
sands of time. 


“ G alvanized Y ankees.” 
Eds. R ecord-I'm on : The San Francisco 
Post of the 3d instant has a half column 
article under the above title and over the 
signature of "Veteran.” The Pension Bu­ 
reau, it seems, lias granted a pension to 
Brooks Thomas, of Clayton, Georgia, who 
had been a Confederate soldier; was taken 
prisoner, and white in prison enlisted in 
the service of the 1 nitcd States for service 
on the plains. 
The New York Evening 
Post is exercised as to the num ber of these 
persons who may become pensioners of the 
Government for injuries received while 
they were in the "service of the United 
States. 
" Veteran, " in the article in the San 
Francisco Post, attempts to give the inform­ 
ation asked for by tlie New York Post. 
His article does not indicate that lie is fa­ 
miliar with all the facts in the case. 
He 
suys there were two regiments of these 
“galvanized í ankees.” 
1 will state that 
there were six regiments of them. lie says 
that one regiment of them was called the 
"First United States Volunteer Cavalry,"’ 
and commanded by Colonel H enry E. 
Manadier. 
The regiment commanded bv 
Colonel Manadier was the "Fifth United 
States Volunteer In fan try ." 
The Third was commanded by Colonel 
Charles H. McNally, a Captain in the Third 
Cavalry. The Sixth Regiment was com- 
ntanded by Col. Carroll II. Potter, who, at 
the time of appointment, was a Captain in a 
Rhode Island regiment, and an aid on the 
stall’of General Heintzleman. All three of 
these regiments were on duty on tlie plains. 
Colonel 
Manadier’s 
regiment was 
at 
various points on the overland routes. 
They were not only at Fort Laramie, as 
“ Veteran” says, but were at one tim e at 
Fort Riley, on the Smoky H ill route. 
Veteran” says that it is an error that 
they were enlisted to fight Indians only. I 
think Itr is in error. I served at the same 
posts with these troops. I know them well. 
I had m any of them in hospital as patients 
and attendants. I understood from them ; 
and from their officers that they were en­ 
listed for that service only. They were as 
good soldiers as [ ever saw. They were 
good for camp duty, good on the march 
and were good lighters. If they received 
disabilities while in our service, in the 
faithful discharge of their duty, why should 
they not 
receive pensions ? 
All that 
" Veteran’" savs about Colonel Ilenry E. 
Manadier is true. He was a brilliant offi­ 
cer. and so were Colonels Potter and Mc­ 
Nally.

sion that there is a distinction made be­ 
tween the wealthy corporation and the 
small taxpayer; that tin; principal law offi­ 
cer of the State accepts Of I per cent, from 
the wealthy corporation, while the full 
am ount due. with all the penalties, is rig­ 
orously enforced against the sm all tax­ 
payer.

void. At tiiis stag" of the proceedings, 
w hat is the status of the compnay ? I.egal 1 v 
they do not owe the State a dollar, but tlie 
State has equities out of which grows a 
moral obligation on the part of the rail­ 
road to contribute its quota to the support 
of tlie government, and to cancel this 
moral obligation, they moved to vacate the 
judgm ent in their favor and allow judg­ 
ment to be taken against them for the face 
of the taxes, which proposition was accept­ 
ed by the Attorney-General. 
Judgm ent 
was entered in accordance therewith, and 
immediately satisfied by the payment of 
the coin. Through this action no right 
of the State was prejudiced, and if in the 
future the State can establish any legal 
claim against the railroad for taxes, or any­ 
thing else, tlie stipulations on tile are such 
that it will be properly paid, anti if not, its 
pavmeut can be enforced to the uttermost 
farthing. 
In tlie meantime $174,062 20 belonging to 
and needed bv the taxpayers, lies idle and 
unsecured,withheld from "its rightful owners 
by the obstinacy of a single man.

and payment of railroad coupons, that his 
judgm ent is not infallible. 
Since the anti-monopoly howl has spent 
its force there is a growing conviction in the 
public mind that the railroad companies 
have not been fairly treated in the matter 
of assessment, and a disposition exists to 
repair tlie wrong, and at the same time 
protect tlie interests of the State. Think­ 
ing men particularly bide the time which 
speedily approaches, when the diciples of 
tlie sand lot will be relegated to the ob­ 
scurity from which they sprung. 
Perhaps it would be well for the Super­ 
visors of the counties interested to take 
council and determine whether any legal 
power can be invoked to bring the contu­ 
macious Controller down from his high 
perch and compel him to perform his duty 
in the premises.
